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Plans Made by Army 
To Abandon 53 Posts 


NNOUNCEMENT this week of the 
listing for disposal of 53 Army 
posts, 10 of which are now occupied by 
troops, has aroused considerable discus- 
sion as to where the personnel now lo- 
cated on stations listed for abandon- 
ment will be sent. 

The approximately 345 officers and 
4,526 enlisted men upon the 10 occu- 
pied posts will evacuate their present 
stations during the Summer, it is con- 
templated. The troops, composing 
parts of three Infantry and two Cav- 
alry regiments as well as accompany- 
ing staff personnel, will be reassigned 
within their Corps Areas, wherever 
there are accommodations availabe. 

Inasmuch as the move was influenced 
by reasons of military efficiency as 
well as economy, to enable the Army 
to be concentrated into larger units, it 
is desired that the troops involved can 
be assigned with the other battalions 
of their regiments. However, though 
this is what is sought for, practical 
necessities will determine largely what 
will be done. 

As no change in Corps Area allot- 
ments is to be made, the battalions at 
the posts will be allocated to the vari- 
ous other posts of the area, assign- 
ments being dictated by the barracks 
and quarters available. Studies are 
now being made of this problem by the 
General Staff, recommendations from 
the Corps Area commanders have been

forwarded and a decision is looked for | 


some time in the future. 

At the 10 occupied posts which will 
be abandoned are the following troops: 

Ft. Brown, Tex.—12th Cavalry, less 
the 2nd Squadron. 

Ft. Eustis, Va.—Headquarters, 34th 
Infantry, and the Mechanized Force. 

Ft. Hunt, Va.—Headquarters and 
Headquarters Company, 16th Brigade. 

Camp Harry J. Jones, Ariz.—Ist 
Battalion, 25th Infantry. 

Ft. Lincoln, N. D.—3rd Battalion, 4th 
Infantry. 

Camp Stephen D. Little, Ariz.—25th 
Infantry, less 1st and 3rd Battalions. 

Miller Field, N. Y.—Headquarters, 
Special Troops, 1st Division, and Ist 
Tank Company. 

Ft. Missoula, Mont.—ist Battalion, 
4th Infantry. 

Ft. D. A. Russell, Tex.—ist Cavalry, 
and 2nd Pack Train. 

Chanute Field, Ill—The Air Corps 
Technical School. 

In addition to the above, there are 
detachments of the 4th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 
16th and 19th Signal Service Compa- 
nies, as well as Finance, Medical, Ord- 
nance and Quartermaster units. 

Several of the harbor defense posts 
which are to be disposed of in part have 
small detachments assigned to them. 

Inasmuch as one of the 14 Cavalry 
regiments in the United States is to be 
replaced by the Mechanized Force, 
which is now located at Ft. Eustis, the 
abandonment of the two Cavalry posts 
—Ft. Brown and Ft. Russell—will not 
cause the crowding which would have 
resulted had it been necessary to house 
14 regiments in the stations now pro- 
vided for the maintaining of 12. The 
permanent location of the First and 
Twelfth Cavalry is thus bound up in 
the question of which regiment of that 
arm is to be made inactive, although 
the fact that these outfits are without 
station is not regarded as in any way 
making them more likely to be replaced 
than another regiment. 

Battalions of the 25th Infantry, now 
Stationed at Camp Jones and Camp 
Little, will be distributed among other 
posts in the Eighth Corps Area, it is 
Said. To what stations they will go, 
however, no decision has been made. 

_ Ft. Eustis, the largest of the reserva- 

tions to be given up, will have its 

troops relocated in two other posts.

The above means, of course, 
that there will be no reduction in 
the number of officers or enlisted 
men. 











Air Secretary Backs 
New Promotion Bill 


AN analytical survey of the personnel 

and plane situation in the Army 
Air Corps was given by the Hon. F. 
Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary 
of War for Air, at the Army Air Corps 
Field exercises at Dayton, Ohio, 
May 18. 

Mr. Davison gave to those assembled 
there a comprehensive view of the 
status of the five-year program and 
the status of promotion and pay legis- 
lation. 

Speaking of the War Department’s 
proposed promotion plan, the Air Sec- 
retary said: “I am very strongly of 
the opinion that every effort should be 
made to pass this legislation and loyal 
support should be given to the Chief 
of Staff in his efforts.” 

Mr. Davison said that increases in 
pay can not be obtained until the pro- 
motion situation is corrected. “This 
is another good reason,” he asserted, 
“for getting behind General MacAr- 
thur’s plan, and I know that the Chief 
of Staff’s next battle will be to adjust 
the pay situation.”

The following official statement, 
under the title “Chief of Staff Sets 
| Forth General Principles to Govern the 
Extension of Mechanization and Mo- 
torization Throughout the Army,” has 
been released by the War Department 
for publication: 








GINCE assuming the duties of Chief 
of Staff last November, Gen. Mac- 
| Arthur has been reviewing the basic 
War Department policies with a view 
to the modernization of the Army. 
Among the subjects which’ he has 
under consideration is that of the ex- 
| tension of Mechanization and Motor- 
ization throughout the Army. As a 
result of this study he has enunciated 
the following géneral principles which 
will govern the reorganization and de- 
velopment of the Army along this line 
in the future: 


General Principles 


“The fundamental mission of an 
army to secure decisive victory and to 
secure it promptly, has not changed 
throughout the long period of recorded 
history. 

“In undertaking such a problem, an 
Army commander is confronted with 
preliminary tasks whose proper accom- 
plishment is a pre-requisite to final 
success. Other tasks must be acctom- 
plished when the bulk of the oppos- 
ing forces are engaged, while _ still 
others must be performed when we 
pursue the beaten enemy or are forced 
ourselves to retire from the field. 
The character of the tasks to be per- 
formed fixes, in a general way, the 
characteristics of the troops assigned 
to them.

Mission of Arms 

“The various tasks that the combat 
arms are expected respectively to per- 
form become their general ‘missions.’ 
In organizing combat forces, the ques- 
tion then arises, ‘How should these 
troops be equipped to enable them to 
carry out these missions?’ Here is 
where we see the modern stamp on our 
forces, as they are equinned with new 
implements of war to assist them in 
solving missions centuries old. 

“Too often in the past organization 
has been attempted from the stand- 
point of equipment, rather than from 
the standpoint of missions assigned. 

“Few classes of equipment belong 
exclusively to any one arm. The rifle, 
although the basic arm of infantry, is 
an important item of the equipment 
of other arms. When the tank had

Nearly 500 Navy Officers Soon To Move Up 





NEARLY five hundred naval officers 

will become eligible for promotion 
during the first week in June by rea- 
son of the annua! redistribution of per- 
centages. The new personnel law tak- 
ing effect, the graduation of the 1931 
Naval Academy class and normal attri- 
tion will result in giving personnel of 
the Navy perhaps the greatest number 
of promotions that have resulted since 
the temporary increases in rank dur- 
ing the World War. 

On June 1, Capt. Yancey Williams 
will be elevated to flag rank, he be- 
coming a rear admiral upon the retire- 
ment of Rear Adm. S. S. Robison. On 
the same day Comdrs. C. C. Hartigan 
and G. A. Alexander make their num- 
ber for promotion to the rank of cap- 


tain, and Lt. Comdrs. H. O. Roesch and 
J. F. Donelson, attain the grade of 
commander. 

Graduation day at the Naval Acad- 
emy, June 4, has been set as distribu- 
tion day, and compilation of the new 
percentages allowed under the new 
personnel act as well as the increase in 
the grade of ensign, will make pos- 
sible the promotion of all of the lieu- 
tenant commanders selected for pro- 
motion last December who have not 
yet made their number, and in addi- 
tion, 28 of those to be selected by the 
board now in session. 

In the grade of lieutenant there will 
be 120-odd promotions. On June 1, 
Lts. H. D. Hoffman, H. G. Eberhar: and 
T. G. Fisher go up the ladder, while

Policies Announced by Chief of Staff 


Cavalry to Develop Special 
“‘Horseless” Regiment; 
Funds Imperative 


A POLICY looking toward the ulti- 

mate utilization of modern me- 
chanical equipment throughout the 
Army wherever it may prove to mili- 
tary advantage was amnounced this 
week by Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff. 

The policy, the full text of which 
is published in the adjoining column, 
sets forth the general principles which 
will govern the reorganization and de- 
velopment of the Army in the exten- 
sion of mechanization and motoriza- 
tion. 

The first and outstanding step in de- 
veloping the new policy will be that 
the Mechanized Force, now stationed 
at Ft. Eustis, Va., will be reorganized 
as a reinforced Cavalry regiment, dis- 
placing the animals and taking over 
the organizational designation (with 
the addition of the word “mechan- 
ized”) of one of the fourteen Cavalry 
regiments in the United States. 


Cavalry Missions 


Experimentation thus far with me- 
chanized forces has shown that the 
missions for which this type of unit 
is best fitted are those that have for- 
merly been accomplished solely by 
Cavalry and this similarity of mis- 
sion was of prime consideration in the 
determination of the War Department 
to assign this force to the Cavalry for 
development. 

Under this rearrangement the Chief 
of Cavalry will be charged with all 
matters of development of tactics, or- 
ganization, doctrine, equipment, ad- 
ministration and supply of a mechan- 
ized Cavalry regiment. It will thus 
be up to the Chief of Cavalry and the 
Cavalrymen themselves to work out 
the best methods and equipment to 
carry out Cavalry missions and to de- 
termine for themselves whether or not 
machine-cavalry can displace horse 
cavalry and to what extent such dis- 
placement should be carried out in a 
well balanced Cavalry organization. 

In carrying out this reorganization 
it is not planned to in any way dimin- 
ish the role of Infantry tanks or inter- 
fere with the probable use of motors 
to give Infantrymen greater strategic 
mobility. Tanks, with their heavy 
armor and greater fire power, will con- 
tinue and grow under the aegis of the 
Chief of Infantry. The Chief of Staff 
pointed out that “As one of the prin- 
cipal duties of the tank will be to sup- 
port infantry, it should be trained with 
it to develop the most efficient type of 
machines and the most applicable 
methods of tank support for infantry 
units.” 

All Arms Involved 


The plan foresees the army of the 
future taking every possible advant- 
age of developments in the mechan- 
ical and automotive fields as far as 
they may be found by experience to 
be tactically sound. 

Gen. MacArthur states that “Field 
Artillery must b e prepared to sup- 
port such forces with units especially 
organized to accompany it.” The Chief 
of Staff’s reference to the Field Artil- 
lery forecasts the spreading of motor- 
ization in that Arm—a principle which 
Field Artillerymen already have de- 
veloped to the extent of available 
funds. 

The Coast Ar illery Corps, with the

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Economy Plan of Abandonment of Army Posts Praised By kditors 








E press in general favors the economy plan of abandoning certain Army 

posts, and is of the opinion that if economy is necessary it should take this 
direction and not the reduction of personnel or pay. Many editors point out 
that the Army is skeletonized now and that any further reduction would be 
incompatible with the needs of national defense. While many believe that the 
abandonment of unnecessary posts would aid in the centralization of training, 
they also believe that there will be a hard fight in Congress before such reduc- 
tion can be made. 


“OVE Army is a small one as measured by European standards and its strength 

in the various ranks can hardly be cut to save expenses,” claims the Brook- 

, N. Y., Eagle (Independent Democratic). “The President and officials of the 

ar Department who have recently been in conference are not considering cuts 

in personnel, but are reported to have reached the conclusion that money can be 
saved by abolishing useless posts and by eliminating a few aviation fields. 

“Among the posts mentioned as superfluous under existing conditions are 
Ft. Lincoln in North Dakota, Ft. Francis E. Warren in Wyoming, Ft. Ethan 
South Dakota, Ft. Robinson in Nebraska, Ft. Eustis in Virginia, and Ft. Bragg 
Allen in Vermont, Ft. Logan in Utah, Ft. Missoula in Montana, Ft. Meade in 
in North Carolina. Three flying fields are named for closing, all in Texas. Their 
personnel and equipment would be transferred to Ft. McIntosh, also in Texas. 

“If there can be no substantial reduction in Army personnel, neither can 
there be a substantial reduction in Army equipment. We have already reduced 
both to the bare necessities of home and colonial defense. But in regard to Army 
posts there can be no question that a number of these establishments have long 
ceased to serve any useful purpose. Not a few of them owe their existence to 
the demands of local politicians bringing pressure to bear upon the War Depart- 
ment and upon Congress.” ‘ 
“Q@ATISFYING as it is to read that no reductions will be made in expenditures 

which will reduce the Army’s military effectiveness, it must not be forgotten 
that the Army is not militarily effective today,” states the New York Herald 
Tribune (Independent Republican). “The latest official report by the inspector 
general found the garrisons ‘dangerously weak’ and reported that in many essen- 
tial respects the Army was slipping back to its pre-war state. Those who remem- 
ber its lamentable condition at that time will not need to know more. 

“The proposed reductions will mot affect the present modest Army personnel 
of 118,000, although what it will be aimed at is still a mystery. 

“There is one possible source of reduction which comes to mind. There are 
more than 130 Army posts, many of them created primarily because politicians 
wanted to feather their nests by establishing a post in their constituencies. 
How many of these posts are desirable from the military standpoint is difficult 
to determine, but it is clear that a reduction in their number would enable troops 
to be trained in large units. With the Army scattered about in little groups 
this essential aspect of training suffers severely.” 


“WE feel no thrill of enthusiasm over announcements that money is to be 

saved by spending less on the Army of the United States,” says the Dan- 
bury, Conn., News (Independent). “Our Army is pitifully small, inadequate; it 
is pitifully and shamefully underpaid, both as to commissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel. Anybody with two good eyes can see, if he visits an Army post, that 
Army property is shamefully neglected. Officers are housed in houses that need 
paint; that need shingling, that need their chimneys pointed, that need new 
plumbing. Many of our American boys who are wearing, for a few years, the 


E Secretary’s proposal evidently reflects the opinions of high Army officers, 
who have been studying ways to economize without lowering the efficiency 
of the national defense, holds the Kalamazoo, Mich., Gazette (Independent). 
“Economy, needless to say, is not the main object of national defense admin- 
istration. A program of cost-cutting which would destroy the efficiency of our 
land or sea forces would be bad business from any standpoint. But when camps 
or stations are virtually unused throughout the entire year there can be no 
logical reason for maintaining them.” 


“N° reasonable objection can be offered to the proposed abandonment of our 
surplus and useless military posts scattered over the country to the number 
of forty or more,” is the opinion of the Boston Herald (Independent). “The plan 
is in the interest not only of economy but of efficiency. It cuts expenditures and 
at the same time provides better facilities for the practical training of our 
enlisted men. * * * 

“The country wants a smail but efficient military establishment. The publie 
is in no mood to tolerate waste, extravagance, or any expenditure which cannot 
be sustained by sound policy. * * * 

“Unreasonable objections are always plentiful whenever an attempt is made 
to save a dollar in governmental expenditures. The opposition in Congress may 
not be reasonable, but is usually powerful. Members like to point with pride to 
the appropriations they obtain, the establishments they save, the jobs they pro- 
vide, the ‘pork’ they carve.” 


“How material will be the economies which it will bring to pass remains to be 

demonstrated,” notes the Norfolk, Va., Pilot (Democratic). “No advance 
estimate can be made, for the excellent reason that the administration, while 
speaking broadly of reorganization and retrenchment, has up to the present care- 
fully avoided specifications. It is known only that there will be no reduction in 
personnel and no curtailment of rivers and harbors operations. * * * 

“Past experience with efforts at Army retrenchment counsels one to avoid 
banking too heavily on the latest venture in this field. It is a good trick, if 
you know how to do it. The programming of the feat deserves some discreet 
applause, but the real cheering will not begin until it is pulled off.” 


“THE administration probably has made trouble for itself by proposing, in the 

interests of economy, the elimination of unnecessary Army posts, through- 
out the country,” holds the Hartford, Conn., Courant (Republican). “In all prob- 
ability, not a few of the posts are of no military value to the nation, and doubtless 
many of them could be abandoned without impairing the national defense, but 
the attempt to abolish them is bound to be resisted by the communities in which 
they are situated. * * * 

“Considerable relief will be felt that the effort to reduce the costs of the 
Army has taken this direction rather than others. Efforts to economize through 
the reduction of personnel would in the end cost more than would be saved, while 
reduction of the standard of living in the Army could not be contemplated for 
a moment.” 


“With a skeleton Army numbering only a little over 100,000, it is clear that 
economies in the War Department cannot begin with a reduction of the 
fighting forces which, in the event of war, could do little more than serve as a 
nucleus for the Reserves,” states the Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican). * * * 
“The General Staff holds that rigid economy has already been enforced and 


uniform of their country’s fighting service are living in barracks that are a 
disgrace to the United States Government and to the people of this rich 


country.”

(Continued from First Page) 
exception of the fixed harbor defenses, 
already is highly mobile, its equip- 
ment being transported by rail, prime 
movers, motorized mounts and 
tractors. 


The modern development of the 
tank and other types of track laying 
military vehicles that followed it has 
been the backbone of the growth of 
the Mechanized Force and the far 
reaching plans which have evolved it. 
The result has been the conception of 
a new type of vehicle possessing 
greater tactical mobility and infinitely 
greater strategic mobility. Concrete 
results already have been shown in the 
Christie type vehicle which is con- 
vertible from wheel to track and vice 
versa. Vigorous efforts will be made 
to perfect these principles to servcie 
use, Plans are now under way for the 
construction of seven vehicles of this 
type which it is planned to use for rig- 
orous service tests. 

Tanks and Combat Cars 


Future development, it is believed, 
will see this or a similar type of chassis 
being used in the evolution of tanks 
for the infantry with greater protec- 
tion and more fire power than the pres- 
ent model. Development of the type 
by the mechanized Cavalry probably 
will be along the line of a combat car 
for performing the mobile missions of 
that arm, giving to this type less 
weight, less size and greater maneu- 
veratility. 

No decision has been made as to 
which of the fourteen Cavalry regi- 
ments will be “unhorsed” for the me- 
chanization program. Neither has it 
been decided where the mechanized 
regiment will be stationed. Ft. Eustis, 
the station of the present Mechanized 
Force, is listed for disposal under the 
post abandonment program announced 
this week. Mention has been made of 
both Camp Knox, Ky., and Ft. Riley, 
Kans., the home of the Cavalry School, 
for a permanent station for the me- 
chanized Cavalry regiment. 

Cavalry officers in Washington be- 
lieve that the reorganization, by mak- 
ing ‘he arm based on missions rather 





than on equipment, will have a posi- 
tive effect in aiding the morale. Loose 
threats in Congress and elsewhere to 
“abolish the Cavalry” lose their force 
under this program, it is pointed out, 
wherein the arm is given an opportun- 
ity to work out its own way of exe- 
cuting its missions. 


Horse to Stay 

The Cavalry of the future, they say, 
will use its mechanized forces where 
the terrain is suitable and its horses 
and mules where motors can not travel. 
The horse regiment, they say, will al- 
ways remain, with the possible addi- 
tion of light armored cars for road re- 
connaissance. 

The development of vehicles for the 
Cavalry will be under the Chief of 
Ordnance, with the cooperation of the 
Chief of Cavalry. The combat car 
which they seek to develop will be one 
which will combine to as great degree 
as possible the ability to make long 
rapid marches with the ability to fight 
in varied terrain. 

Any large scale mechanization of the 
Cavalry, even though it should be de- 
termined upon after extended tests, 
would necessarily be far in the future 
or perhaps even held in abeyance until 
an actual emergency arises. The cost 
of mechanizing large units is terriffic. 
Even now it is estimated conservatively 
that the cost of equipping a light tank 
battalion is $2,247,037. While it is an 
admitted fact that Congress feels 
kindly toward mechanization of the 
Army and has frequently gone into the 
subpect of its own accord, it can be 
seen readily that any extensive me- 
chanization program would immedi- 
ately run up against the wall of budg- 
etary limi-‘ations. 

Funds Imperative 


It is imperative, however, that some 
sort of program for funds be set up 
if the Cavalry is to be given a fair 
opportunity to work out its destiny 
under the new plan. The equipment 
now available is obsolete and anti- 
quated. Even its commercially avail- 
able equipment is composed of old 
models, while its specially manufac- 
tured vehicles are for the most part 
rejuvenated war-time stock.

tinct mechanized force goes back only 
to the Summer of 1928, when under the 
direction of Gen. Summerall a mechan- 
ized force was assembled at Ft. George 
G. Meade, Md. This force engaged in 
test maneuvers and was disbanded in 
October of that year. 

The equipment which it had was ob- 
solete and unsuited for the tests de- 
sired. Neither the commercial nor the 
special vehicles had the speed neces- 
sary to work out the tactics. The 
meagre experience, however, showed 
the need from a national defense 
standpoint of further experimentation 
with proper equipment, so that special 
training might be given officers and 
that some solutions might be worked 
out of the problems of communication, 
air cooperation, supply, etc. 

In the meanwhile reflection con- 
vinced those who had been watching 
the trend of mechanization that it is 
bound to play a huge part in any 
future conflict and that, while the idea 
of complete mechanization of armies 
is impossible, a highly mobile mechan- 
ized force with missions entirely dif- 
ferent from the slow war tank should 
be organized to experiment with its 
role, organization and tactics. 


Economy Interfered 


Studies were made and costs out- 
lined, but were balked by spectre of 
budgetary limitations. Then in mak- 
ing up the appropriations for 1931 
Congress of its own accord added an 
item of $284,855 for the purpose.

chanized Force was assembled at Ft. 
Eustis under orders of Gen. Summer- 
all. Many lessons of utmost value 
have been learned from it. A prob- 
lem which was considered of first mag- 
nitude was the ‘necessity of a tank or 
combat car combining strategical and 
tactical mobility. The necessity of 
carrying the tanks on prime movers, 
which in the combat area would be- 
come troublesome like so many “led 
horses,” stimulated the idea of devel- 
oping the Christie “wheel-track” con- 
vertible vehicle to meet their idea of 
a-combat car.

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Dedicate Airport 
HIRTEEN Navy planes attached to 
Aircraft, Scouting Force, and six 

Marine Corps fighting planes from Ma- 
rine Barracks, Quantico, were present 
May 16 at pre-dedication exercises of 
the Floyd Bennett Airport. 


The Navy contingent, consisting of 
twelve fighting planes from Fighting

Bennett con- 
tracted pneumonia on a rescue flight 
to Greenly Island in 1929 when he at- 
tempted to rescue the German trans- 
Atlantic flyers. Rear Adm. Byrd 
named the plane in which he subse- 
quently circled the South Pole “Floyd 
Bennett.”

Gen. Summerall Speaks 


GE": CHARLES P. SUMMERALL, 
former Chief of Staff, addressed 
the Wisconsin Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation at the Hotel Lorraine, Madison, 
Wis., at their banquet Saturday eve- 
ning, May 9, stressing the need for the 
Army. He was entertained at lunch- 
eon Sunday, May 10, at the executive 
mansion by Governor LaFollette, and 
Monday Gen. Summerall addressed the 
combined civic clubs in Kenosha, Wis., 
at lunch. On Monday night he was the 
guest at the celebration and parade in 
Chicago for Mayor Cermak. 
In his address before the Round-up 
f Wisconsin Reserve Officers, Gen. 
ummerall pointed out that the Kellogg 
pact did not exclude defensive wars, and 
that we are today asking to be allowed 
to resist any encroachments on the lib- 
erties which were won so dearly, and 
protected at such great costs. 

He then went on to say, “Those who 
believe in disarmament, talk of beating 
swords into plowshares, but plowshares 
can only bring forth a harvest of 
dragon’s teeth which may turn again 
to swords.” 

“There appear to be two classes of 
people in the country,” he added. 
‘Those who would plunge this country 
into war—meaning you military men, 
and those who want the country de- 
fenseless.” 

“Wars are not made by military men. 
The soldier is entirely unselfish. When 
he has been asked to do so, he has 
gone forth and regained for others 
peace and safety,” Gen. Summerall 
said. 

Disagreement on national defense, 
Gen. Summerall pointed out, has been 
constant, while such disagreement, in 
80 vital a question is unthinkable. “The 
purposes of national defense,” he con- 
tinued, “are the protection of property, 
the stabilization of state and national 
government and the maintenance of 
treaties and national policies such as 
the Monroe Doctrine, and there is noth- 
ing in the national defense act which 
is of a magnitude to cause any other 
power to challenge our peace, security 
or sovereignty,” he concluded.

only the speed of the foot soldier, its 
use was confined generally to close 
support of the infantry in attack. 
When it required strategic mobility, it 
had to be entrucked. Today, tanks 
Possessing great strategic mobility are 
being developed, and it follows that 
certain tnes of these tanks may ap- 
pear in organizations having missions 
far beyond the normal missions as- 
signed to the Infantry. 

“Cavalry acquired its name during 
a period when soldiers mounted on 
horses were able to move more rap- 
idly upon an enemy than any other 
arm. At that time, the horse also had 
value as a charging weapon. Thus, 
there has grown up in the public mind 
a very natural conception that cavalry 
must include the horse. Modern fire- 
arms have eliminated the horse as a 
weapon, and as a means of transporta- 
tion he has become, next to the dis- 
mounted man, the slowest means of 
transportation. In some special cases 
of difficult terrain, the horse, properly 
supplemented by motor transportation, 
may still furnish the best mobility, and 
this situation is properly borne in 
mind in all our plans. 

“The missions of the cavalry arm 
now, as in the past, include the fol- 
lowing: 

Long distance strategic recon- 
naissance. 

Fighting for the control of the 
theater of reconnaissance. 

Seizing points of strategic and 
tactical importance. 

Tactical reconnaissance. 

Pursuit of the enemy, or delav 
of his advance. 

As an exploitation force to take 
advantage of any break or weak- 
ened point in a hostile battle line. 
In this type of operation, the 
cavalry may act alone or in con- 
junction with other arms. 

As part of a reserve to be used 
tactieally or strategically. It is 
not difficult to visualize a reserve 
of the future, moving out in 
column from head to rear—Cav- 
alry (mechanized), units of the 
Tank Corps, Infantry temporarily 
embussed, all, elements being able 
to move at a uniform speed with- 
out noise. Field Artillery must be 
prepared to support such a force 
with units especially organized 
and equipped te accompany it. 

“An equally important function of 
the arm is to preserve the cavalry 
spirit, an asset which, while intangible, 
is none the less a vital factor in com- 

t. 
ar enable the cavalry to develop 
its organization and equipment so as 
to maintain its ability under modern 
conditions to perform the missions 
enumerated, the following program 1s

whe Mechanized Force will be 
reorganized as a reinforced cav- 
alry regiment, in which appro- 
priate equipment of the present 

Mechanized Force will be absorb- 

ed. To provide for further devel- 

opment of the proper supporting 
arms for use with mechanized 
cavalry units perhaps larger than 

a regiment, the artillery and main- 

tenance units will remain attached

As far as necessary, officers 
and enlisted men of any arm or 
corps may be attached to the regi- 
ment in order that the best 
thought upon this subject may be 
brought to the cavalry. Changes 
in enlisted personnel will be made 
gradually so as to accomplish both

gained in the Mechanized Force 

and the reconstitution of detached 

units in their parent organiza- 
ns. 

a eThe cavalry will gga such 

ral reorganization an re- 
exipment as will enable it best 
to perform the missions enumer- 
ated above. This may require at 
least two types of cavalry regi- 
ments. One (horsed) in which 
the horse and mule may remain 
only where they cannot be re- 
placed by the motor for the per- 
formance of difficult tactical mis- 
sions, or for operations in diffi- 
cult terrain, where the horse and 
mule still give us the best mo- 
bility. A second type of cavalry 

(mechanized) in which the horse 

and mule shall have disappeared 

entirely. 

“The infantry mission is to close 
with the enemy, and its ability and 
power to accomplish this makes infan- 
try the decisive arm. 
prerequisite to army success; conse- 


quently, its efforts must not be dis- 
persed in the performance of auxiliary 
and supporting missions that can be 
carried out by other arms. In time 
of neace the infantry will be trained 
in close -~oximity with other arms, in 
order to develop the team work and 
mutual understanding so necessary to 
insure the accomplishment of the in- 
fantry mission. 

“As one of the principal duties of 
the tank will be to support infantry, 
it should be trained with it to de- 
velop the most efficient type of ma- 
chines and most applicable methods of 
tank support for infantry units. But 
the tank itself may never become a 
piece of equipment assigned to an in- 
fantry regiment. In war, tank organ- 
izations may be assigned to corps and 
army troops to be employed where op- 
portunity offers, includir~ o-vortuni- 
ties of terrain. 

“in the development of tanks, and 
tank organizations, it must be remem- 
bered that certain important consid- 
erations anply to the employment of 
tank units in war. Among these are: 
- Tanks will be difficult to pro- 

cure in large numbers, particu- 

larly in the early stages of any 
war. 

Opportunities for their best 
emplovment on the battle front 
must be carefully selected, both as 
to time and as to place. They are 
assault weapons only, to be used 
for relatively short periods of time, 
under favorable opportunities. 

Maintenance will offer many 
difficulties, particularly in the 
areas of front line divisions. 

“All these considerations indicate 
the desirability for visualizing tank 
units in war as Corps, Army, and G. 
H. Q. troops. In the development of 
the tank, due regard must be paid to 
the necessity for strategic mobility, 
even though its fundamental qualifi- 
cation must be tactical mobilty. 

“The ‘tank’ is properly the term that 
will be used when this vehicle is em- 
ployed with infantry. When it is em- 
ployed as a part of the equipment of 
cavalry, it may be developed to pos- 
sess characteristics particularly re- 
quisite for such service, and it might 
then be given the name ‘combat car.’ ”

heading “Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, 
Chief of Cavalry, United States Army, 
Heartily Endorses Plan of War De- 
partment to Mechanize Cavalry,” also 
was released from the War Depart- 
ment Press Relattons section.) 


O ENABLE Cavalry to attain its 
maximum effectiveness under 
modern conditions the War Depart- 
ment has just announced that in the 
future there will be in the United 
States Army two types of Cavalry— 
one mounted on horses, qs at present; 
and the other “mechanized”—that is, 
composed of armored cars, fast tanks 
and other armored motor vehicles. 

This decision is in accord with sound 
military thought and in this the Chief 
of Cavalry, Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, 
is in hearty accord. 

To put the decision into immediate 
effect, one regiment of horse cavalry 
will be “mechanized.” 

The present Mechanized Force, 
which was assembled at Ft. Eustis, 
Va., last year, will be reorganized as 
a mechanized cavalry regiment con- 
sisting of armored car squadrons, com- 
bat car squadrons equipped with ve- 
hicles resembling the Christie tank, 
and machine-gun squadrons transport- 
ed in cross-country cars. This Cav- 
alry regiment will be reinforced by 
mechanized Artillery, Engineers, and 
Chemical Warfare groups, and all 
cared for by other groups of Ordnance, 
Quartermaster, Signal Corps, and 
Medical troops. This Mechanized 
Cavalry regiment will be used as a 
laboratory for experimentation in 
methods and equipment to be employ- 
ed in extending mechanization to other 
horsed regiments as funds become 
available. 

The primary mission of ithe Cavalry 
is to provide the Army with a highly 
mobile fighting force capabie of clos- 
ing with the enemy. 

The modern army needs even more 
than the army of the past—an arm 
with the above characteristics. 

The underlying idea in mechanizing 
a certain number of horse rcgiments 
is to give to them the striking power 
and high strategical and tactical mo- 
bility of a modern armored machine.

Ordnance Activities 


Mortar Ammunition—Due to the suc- 
cessful development of the ammunition 
for the 75-mm. smooth-bore mortar, a 
project was initiated to develop similar 
ammunition for the 3-inch Stokes Mor- 
tar. 
Howitzer Limper—The Artillery Divi- 
sion, Manufacturing Service, submitted 
to the Technical Staff studies for the 
strengthening of the weak parts of the 
155-mm. Howitzer Carriage Limber 
M1918, which the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment reported had become unservice- 
able, by rebuilding the front portion 
of the limber. The Ordnance Commit- 
tee recommended that one 155-mm. 
Howitzer Carriage Limber M1918 be so 
modified and be designated M1918 El. 
Modifications—The Ordnance Commit- 
tee has recommended that studies be 
prepared to show what modifications 
need be applied to the existing 240-mm. 
Howitzer Transport Wagons and Lim- 
bers M1918 to make them capable of 
being towed at 20 mph, with a view 
to modifying one of the transport wag- 
ons at Aberdeen Proving Ground for 
test to determine the suitability of the 
modifications for further service test. 
The Ordnance Committee has recom- 
mended that a project be set up to 
prepare studies of modifications of the 
existing 155-mm. Gun Carriage and 
Limber M1918 to make it capable of 
being towed at 20 mph, with a view to 
applying the modifications to one unit 
for test at the Aberdeen Proving 
Ground to determine whether this ma- 
terial can be so modified before under- 
taking further service test. 

Sponge Assemblies — Four sponge as- 
semblies were made at Rock Island Ar- 
senal and shipped to Ft. Bragg for 
test July, 1930. These have been test- 
ed and the Field Artillery Board rec- 
ommended that the sponge assembly 
with the hard maple tube be adopted. 
The Chief of Field Artillery concurred 
in the recommendation of the Board. 
This recommendation was approved by 
the Ordnance Committee and _ the 
sponge head will be manufactured and 
issued to meet future requirements. It 
will be designated “Sponge M9.” 

Rifle Case—The Ordnance Committee 
recommended that the Manufacturing 
Service design and manufacture one 
experimental leather automatic rifle 
carrying case and one experimental 
hanger for the automatic rifle and am- 
munition, as proposed by the Pack Ar- 
tillery Board for transporting its anti- 
aircraft equipment. These items are 
designated: “Automatic Rifle Carrying 
Case, Tl” and “Automatic Rifle Hang- 
er, Tl.” These are to be shipped to Ft. 
Robinson for test by the Pack Artil- 
lery Board. 


War Dept. Mobilization Plan 


(The following is the first install- 
ment of the text of the address of the 
Chief of Staff of the Army, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, before the War 
Policies Commission on May 13. It is 
reproduced here because it is _ the 
statement of the policy of the War De- 
partment’s activities, in peace time, 
and as they would-be in war-time. 
For that reason we fell that it is a 
document of importance that every 
member of the services, and every 
citizen of the United States should be 
familiar with.) 


Y statement will bear upon the re- 
quirements of the Joint Resolu- 
olution is the promotion of peace. 
sitting. I shall propose solutions to 
certain of the problems before you— 
problems which have long been under 
study in the War Department. 


Promotion of Peace 


The first objective given in that res- 
olution is thepromotion of peace. 
Under our form of government the 
War and Navy Departments are not 
responsible for the formulation of na- 
tional policies affecting international 
relationships or _ internal politics. 
Consequently, the War Department, as 
an organization, has no proposals to 
make to the Commission concerning 
them. However, it is the duty of the 
Department to analyze and weigh all 
factors that have a possible bearing 
upon the national security. We are 
required to study continuously the 
many questions that fall within the 
scope of our responsibilities, and at- 
tempt their answers in the light of 
prevailing conditions. 

As the passage of time thrusts our 
war experience further and further 
into the background of the national 
memory, more and more is forgotten 
the tragedy of suffering, waste, and 
deprivation that war entails. Suc- 
ceeding generations tend to visualize 
peace as a certainty; armed conflict 
as an impossibility. But through the 
very nature of their profession, Army 
nad Navy officers are not allowed to 
forget the true meaning of war, nor 
to fall into a state of mind that will 
permit them to contemplate with in- 
difference or complacency the hor- 
rors of war, or the possibility of its 
recurrence. 

As a practical step then in the pro- 
motion of peace, the War Department 
strives to assist in impressiong upon 
our own people the serious and ter- 
rible nature of modern war; and the 
obligation devolving upon every citi- 
zen and upon every resource to par- 
ticipate equitably in carrying the 
burdens it imposes. A _ widespread 
knowledge of these fundamental 
truths, backed by a program to insure 
a proper distribution of war’s burdens, 
cannot fail to have a sobering in- 
fluence upon any group tempted from 
selfish motives to urge the adoption 
of national policies that might even- 
tually result in international conflict. 

However, even a fixed desire of our 
own people to avoid war does not 


aggression. The Department holds to 
the belief, so often reiterated by our 
first President, that a reasonable 
preparation for defense is one of the 
best guarantees of peace, because of 
its deterring effect upon any govern- 
ment that might contemplate attacking 
us. The soundness of this belief hag 
been demonstrated more than once in 
our own history, both affirmatively 
when we were unusually well pre- 
pared to exert promptly a_ strong 
military pressure, and negatively when 
we were relatively weak in this re- 
spect. 

The War Department has the task, 
under the authority of Congress, of 
building up a defensive structure that 
will make hostile attack improbable. 
It has also the duty of making all 
preparation, permitted under. current 
Congressional policy, that will, in the 
event of attack, contribute to the de- 
feat of the enemy and to the elimina- 
tion of those preventable evils that 
have made their appearance in all 
past wars. 

While, as I have briefly indicated, 
War Department activities have some 
bearing upon efforts to promote peace, 
yet these activities obviously are more 
intimately related to the other require- 
ments of the resolution creating this 
body. In condensed form, I conceive 
these other requirements to comprise 
definite conclusions and recommenda- 
tions to the President as to the meas- 
ures necessary to insure the efficient 
and effective waging of war. 

Mission of Nation at War 

The history and the phraseology of 
the resolution are such as to lead us, 
unless we are watchful, into a serious 
error. In our attempts to equalize 
the burdens of, and remove the profits 
from war, we must guard against a 
tendency to over-emphasize administra- 
tive efficiency and under-emphasize 
national effectiveness. The objective 
of any warring nation is victory, im- 
mediate and complete. It is conceiv- 
able that a war might be conducted 
with such great regard for individual 
justice and administrative efficiency 
as to make impossible those evils 
whose existence in past wars inspired 
the drafting of Public Resolution 98, 
71st Congress. It is also conceivable 
that the outcome of such a war would 
be defeat. With defeat would come 
burdens beside which those we are con- 
sidering would be relatively insignifi- 
cant. In all we do and in all we say 
with reference to preparedness, and to 
policies to be pursued in event of war, 
we must never overlook for one mv- 
ment the fact that while efficiency in 
war-making is desirable, effectiveness 
is mandatory. 

Necessity for Adequate Plans 
I have assumed in this discussion 
that the Commission is concerned 
principally in a possible war of suffi- 
cient moment to involve a major mili- 
tary effort of the United States. 

An emergency involving no more 
than the Regular Army, raised to its 
full strength and perhaps strengthened 
by some National Guard units, would

cause scarcely a ripple in American 
life and industry. Munition procure- 
ment would closely follow peace-time 
methods, and there would be no occa- 
sion for the application of any gov- 
ernmental control not usually applied 
in peace. Our plans for such contin- 
gencies are exact in detail, and meet 
every requirmeent of the situations 
that might arise. 


On the other hand it is conceivable 
that an emergency may confront us 
which would require the mobilization 
of great masses of troops. The War 
Department classifies any emergency 
that would require the application of 
a selective service system as a major 
one, and it is a possible situation of 
this nature that is visualized in my 
discussion this morning. 


Our national defense doctrine in- 
volves the maintenance in time of 

ce of the minimum force necessary 
to hold off any aggressor until the 
country could prepare itself to wage 
war. This small standing army would 
also be called upon to furnish the 
training cadres for the national army 
and to supply competent staffs for 
field armies, corps, and hundreds of 
lesser units. Today our land forces 
are reduced to a level that requires the 
utmost in preparatory measures in- 
tended to facilitate the application of 
our vast resources to war uses, if 
ever this extreme action should be- 
come necessary. 


In previous hearings there has been 
presented to this Commission, by men 
who occupied key.positions in our gov- 
ernmental organization, a comprehen- 
sive review of the economic and in- 
dustrial conditions that characterized 
our participation in the World War. 
Assisted by some of these same men, 
the War Department has studied in- 
tensively the history of that conflict 
in its military, economic, industrial, 
and social aspects. We attempt to ap- 
ply the lessons so derived to conditions 
of the present, which naturally are 
not, and never can be, the same as 
those of 1917. As an instance of 
changed conditions, the present organ- 
ization of our land forces is totally 
unlike the one prevailing prior to the 
World War. Today we have a skele- 
tonized framework of a citizen army 
capable of absorbing rapidly the mili- 
tary manpower of the nation, whereas 
in 1917 we had to build up practically 
a complete organization. Similarly, on 
the material side we are today in in- 
timate touch with the industrial struc- 
ture under a plan which will enable 
American industry promptly to ab 
sorb our war requirements. Again, 
as Mr. Willard and Mr. Aishton point- 
ed out to the Commission, the railways 
are today far better prepared to meet 
the requirements of a sudden emer- 
gency than they were in 1917. 


The prbolem is thus much more than 
one of leisurely historical research—it 
is an intensely alive and practical 
process of arranging for the best use 
of the nation’s assets in any emer- 
gency of the future—a process in 
which we are assisted by the _ ex- 
perience of the past. 

The problem is thus much more than 
classified as human and economic. To 
a considerable extent these burdens 
are occasioned by the diversion from 
normal activities of the manpower, 
material, and money required to or- 
ganize, equip, and maintain essential 
combatant forces. Time is the vital 
element in the problem. The necessity 
for speed permits no gradual absorp- 
tion of the load. If careful pre-ar- 
rangement has not been made, pro- 
grams involving millions of men and 
billions of dollars must be hastily ex- 
temporized. Consequent confusion, in- 
efficiency, waste, and delays to the 
Point even of jeopardizing national 
safety, are inescapable. Profiteering 
and other injustices are attendant 
evils. These are the evils the plans 
and preparations of the War Depart- 
ment are intended to prevent. 

Peace-time training of the armed 
forces is directed toward the same end. 
The Regular Army, the National 
Guard, and the Organized Reserves are 
developed so as to fit into a great 
war machine with the least practicable 
delay, and so as to impose no unneces- 
Sary burdens upon industry. 

I shall discuss first those phases of 
our plans that deal with the human 
urdens of war, pointing out particu- 
larly the measures we propose for 
equalizing these as far as it is prac- 
ticable to do so. 


General Mobilization Plan 
As the basis for planning and train- 


Gen. Washington’s precept—“If we are 
wise, let us prepare for the worst.” 
We have a General Mobilization Plan. 
This plan does not envisage any par- 
ticular enemy. It contemplates the 
mobilization, by successive periods, of 
six field armies and supporting troops, 


or approximately 4,000,000 men. This 
is a force approximately equal to that 
we had under arms on Nov. 11, 1918. 

From the standpoint of the Gen- 
eral Staff, this general plan estab- 
lishes the basic policies and methods 
of procedure for a rapid, effective, 
amd systematic mobilization of the 
manpower of the United States. Be- 
ing arranged by successive periods, 
the mobilization plan is flexible and 
can be made to fit the manpower needs 
of any military situation. It forms 
the basis of mobilization plans down 
to and including those of a company 
or similar unit. It serves to instruct 
and train military personnel in the 
problems of mobilization, and in the 
methods of meeting them. Upon it are 
built the secret plans to meet specific 
situations. The plan provides the 
basis for a continuing study of ways 
and means for providing the munitions 
essential to a major war-time effort. 

The speed with which effective 
mobilization can be carried out is de- 
pendent upon three factors: 

a. The rapidity with which personnel 
can be procured. 


b. The length of time required to or- 





= units and train them for com- 
t. 


ce. The rate at which munitions can 
be manufactured and supplied. 


For purposes of planning, the rate 
at which men can be procured is made 
the standard, and every effort is bent 
toward increasing the speed of the 
other two factors. 


A mobilization plan must depend on 
certain basie assumptions of fact. 
Upon the correctness of these assump- 
tions depends the successful applica- 
tion of the plan. These assumptions 
are’ so important that they deserve 
the careful attention of your Commis- 
sion. They are: 


a. That immediately upon the out- 
break of war, the President will be 
given ample statutory powers to mo- 
bilize promptly and to use effectively 
the manpower and material resources 


- of the nation, and to make such ad- 


justments in governmental agencies 
so as to mold these resources into ef- 
ficient organizations. 


b. That a selective service act will 
be passed by the Congress on or before 
the first day of mobilization. 

ec. That great cantonments, such as 
we had in the World War, will not be 
constructed. Full utilization of fed- 
eral, state, county, and municipal 
buildings will be made as troop shelter. 
Where necessary, arrangements will 
be made to use privately-owned build-

Praises Aircraft Canster

It 
is beyond the resources of any country 
to provide adequate defense at each 
point of possible attack continuously, 
and there is no other way of providing 
a truly mobile aerial defense than by 
the carrier. These great ships may be 
rushed to any point of our coast that 
is threatened, to any of our possessions, 
to any foreign country where the lives 





and property ef our citizens are in 
danger.” 





Skirmish With Bandits 


EPORTS of contacts with bandits in 
western and central Nicaragua on 
May 13 and 15 have been forwarded in 
a dispatch to the Navy Department by 
Col. Franklin B. Garrett, USMC, com- 
manding the Second Brigade of Ma- 
rines, headquarters Managua, Nicara- 
gua. The dispatch follows: 
s 
“On May 13 Lt. Mack H. Bell (ser- 
geant, USMC) and Guardia patrol in 
contact at 2 p.m. at Lagartillo; no fur- 
ther details. On the same date Lt. 
Harry D. Hutchcroft (sergeant, US- 
MC), and patrol ambushed by Jose 
Leon bandit leader. Patrol drove ban- 
dits from position, and pursuing, re- 
gained contact at 4:15 p.m. near Jo- 
comico (in western Nicaragua); one 
Guardia slightly wounded. six bandits 
known killed. Capt. John C. McQueen 
(first lieutenant, USMC), and patrol, 
hearing firing of Hutchcroft’s contact, 
headed in that direction and on arrival 
at Jocomico at 5:40 p.m. entered house 
to get information when bandits open- 
ed fire, accompanied by cries of ‘Viva 
Sandino, Ortez and Diaz.’ Patrol was 
surrounded but drove bandits from po- 
sition. One Guardia wounded, three 
bandits known killed. 


“On May 15 Lt. Harry E. Kipp (ser- 
geant, USMC) and Lt. C. A. Brown 
(corporal, USMC), and Guardia patrol 
had contact with group under Chavar- 
ria at Rio Grande (central Nicaragua). 
One bandit killed, one Krag rifle and 
some ammunition captured, and $250 
worth of goods stolen from Palaca- 
guina (town attacked early in morning 
of May 15 by large group of bandits) 
recovered. Bandits scattered and con- 
tact could not be regained.” 


Conditions along the east coast of 
Nicaragua have continued quiet, accord- 
ing to dispatch received today from 
Rear Adm. Arthur St. C. Smith, USN, 
Commander Special Service Squadron. 

Adm. Smith reports that there is 
uneasiness along the north coast of 
Honduras where Ferrera’s troops are 
reported moving northward. These 
troops are said to be under strict dis- 
cipline and have not as yet molested 
lives or property in the northern re- 
gion of Honduras. 





Receive Destroyers From CG 


WO additional 742-ton destropers 

which have been in Coast Guard 
service for the past seven years have 
been returned to the custody of the 
Navy at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
The two destroyers are the USS Mo- 
noghan, which served overseas during 
the World War, and the USS Henley, 
which during the World War patrolled 
the Atlantic Coast in search for enemy 
submarines and raiders. 


The return of the Monoghan and 
Henley to naval custody brings the 
total of destroyers returned to the 
Navy from use in Coast Guard service 
to twelve. Two more destroyers now 
with the Coast Guard are at the Phil- 
adelphia Navy Yard and will be re- 
turned as soon as inspected by the 
Navy Board of Inspection and Survey. 
There remain in Coast Guard service 
five first line naval destroyers and 
eleven of the pre-war type. The Mo- 
noghan, commissioned in 1911, and the 
Henley, commissioned in 1912, will be 
placed on the Navy’s disposal list. 


| Heads South China Patrol 


QRDERS have been issued to Capt, 

Thomas Withers, now on the staff 
at the Naval War College, Newport, to 
command the South China Patrol to 
fill the vacancy created by the death 
of the late Capt. Aubrey K. Shoup, 
USN. Capt. Laurance N. McNair, 
USN, who was under orders to com. 
mand the South China Patrol, has been 
ordered to command the USS Rich- 
mond, light cruiser attached to the 
Scouting Force. 

Capt. Thomas Withers was born May 
28, 1886, at Denver, Colo., and was ap- 
pointed a midshipman in 1902. During 
the World War he served in the USS 
Bailey, destroyer, and USS Missouri, 
battleship. He attended the Naval War 
College from 1923 to 1924, and upon 
graduation in the Class of ’24, was as- 
signed duty on the Staff at the War 
College. From. 1926 to 1928 he com. 
manded Submarine Division Four, Con- 
trol Force, and in 1928 returned to the 
Naval War College for his present 
duty on the Staff. 

Capt. Laurance N. MeNair was born 
May 30, 1884, in Warsaw, N. Y., and 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1901. During the World War he 
served in the USS Virginia, battleship, 
and commanded the destroyer Davis, 
For his World War service, Capt. Me- 
Nair was awarded the Navy Cross. He 
commanded the USS Reina Mercedes at 
the Naval Academy from 1924 to 1927 
when he was ordered to duty as Execu- 
tive Officer of the USS Mississippi, 
battleship, Battle Fleet. From 1928 to 
1930 he was on duty as Assistant Com- 
mandant, Cana] Zone Naval District. 
He will graduate from the Naval War 
College next month.

HROUGH arrangements with the 

Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Company, some eight of their 
Specially selected young engineers will 
be appointed as Ensigns in the Naval 
Reserve, Class E-V(S) for engineering 
duties only, the Bureau of Navigation.

| ACCORDANCE WITH his policy of economy, President Hoover has announced 

that no increases in salary for Federal office holders will be included in the 
budget for the next fiscal year. This may be accepted as an indication of the 
attitude of the Executive toward the proposal to provide adequate pay for the 
Services. There is nothing discouraging in this development. The Services 
have known for some time that the President was opposed to an increase in 
their pay. The country likewise has had this knowledge. But the country, as 
continued expressions from organizations and business men show, realizes that 
a remedy must be provided for the needy situation that exists, and its pres- 
sure, in the end, will have effect. All the friends of the Army, the Navy and 
tne Marine Corps—and fortunately they are legion—must seize every oppor- 
tunity to maintain and increase public interest in this vital matter. Only in 
such fashion can Congress be forced to act. Furthermore, public opinion will be 
valuable in changing the present point of view entertained at the White House. 





With THE POSSIBILITY of unrest, growing out of unemployment and the 

agitation to reduce wages, and the seizure of the opportunity by the com- 
munists to spread their doctrines, there is greater need than ever for a well 
organized, well disciplined and thoroughly patriotic and contented Army and 
Navy. Toward Organized Labor, the Services have the most loyal and under- 
standing view. They fully appreciate that the American Federation of Labor, 
under the presidency of Mr. Green, stands for the same patriotic principles 
as they do, and they cannot forget that it adopted a resolution for and appointed 
a committee to press upon Congress the need of a pay increase. By their policy 
of paying the highest scales for Army and Navy public work, the Services 
are helping to maintain wages at their present levels. 

The Federation can depend upon it that this policy, with the full approval 
of the President and the Secretaries of War and Navy, will continue. Any 
other procedure would provoke public condemnation. 





G@PEAKING OF COMMUNISM, our attention has been drawn to a handbill 

distributed among soldiers, which frankly appeals for support for the red 
revolution. Taking a leaf from the reminiscences of Trotsky, the agents of the 
Third Internationale in America are directing their activities toward the men 
in uniform. Trotsky points out that the Russian revolution was successful 
only when the troops joined the movement, and dispatches from Moscow carry 
an appeal to the armed forces in Spain to promote the Red cause. How far 
the propaganda will get in Spain we cannot foretell, but we can say with 
pride that it will make no dent in the armor of the Army, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps. The Services are made up of patriotic Americans, too intelli- 
gent to be misled by false doctrines, too imbued with loyalty to the Flag to 
permit it to be sullied by the stain of bolshevism. If the communists who are 
distributing the handbills will deliver them personally, they will be surprised 
by the warmth of their reception, and will spend some days recuperating from 
the effects of their calls. 





wp THE FACE OF communistic activities, pacifism continues its attacks upon 

the strength of the Government. There are many pacifists of wealth and 
standing, who undoubtedly are inspired by idealistic motives as they consider 
them; and it would astound them to know how they are aiding the communistic 
movement. Bolshevism is aggressive, and, as the world well knows, relies upon 
force to attain its ends. Destroy capitalism, erect sovietism, and then create 
a powerful Army such as the Moscow Government has at its command. This 
was the program of Lenin and Trotsky, it is the program of Stalin now in 
power. It is the program of the Third Internationale for the United States 
and other nations not sovietized. To deprive the American people of the 
strength they enjoy in their Services is to weaken the Government and to make 
easier the task of the communists. Pacifism has a heavy responsibility, and it 
is shared by every individual promoting it. Their ignorance of the dangers 
te which their activities are leading them should be dissipated. 





UR EXTENDED DISCUSSION of communism and pacifism at such length 

in this column is the result of recent developments, showing the persistency 
ef pacifistic agitation and the measure of success it has had. The faculty of 
the University of Cornell adopted, by a large majority, a proposal to have the 
student body of that institution take steps to abandon its R. O. T. C. unit. 
The publication of the West Side Y. M. C. A. has an editorial against the 
Cc. M. T. C., which closes: “Young men, you can have all your expenses paid 
if you want to learn the art of murder and destruction this Summer. Are you 
going to be bribed?” It seems to us that more attention must be paid to the 
faculties of some educational institutions to make them aware of their responsi- 
bilities to the nation, and the authorities of the Y. M. C. A., who know of its 
work during the World War, should take steps to instruct its members on the 
terrible cost of unpreparedness. It is a matter of satisfaction that so many 
celleges and schools realize the benefit of military training and propose to con- 
tinue it. All honor to them. They constitute a bulwark of Americanism. 





i CONNECTION WITH THE Air Corps, it is gratifying to witness the smooth- 

ness with which the planes assembled for the great maneuvers this week, 
have carried out the missions assigned to them. When he returned from Colum- 
bus on Tuesday (we print in another column the strong address he made there), 
Mr. Davison spoke of the fine morale among the airmen which he found, and 
he attributed this satisfactory condition to better equipment and housing.

Secretary Payne Sees Industrial Preparedness Improving.—In addressing the 
Manhattan Chapter of the Reserve Officers’ Association of the United States 
May 20 in New York City, Assistant Secretary of War Payne gave an interesting 
and informative outline of the necessity of industrial preparedness and what 
this country is doing to accomplish it. 

“While plans are far from complete,” he said, “and much work still lies 
ahead of us, yet we are unquestionably better prepared from an industrial stand- 
point than ever before in our history. This accomplishment is traceable directly 
to the progress we have made in promoting mutual understanding between the 
professional services and the country as a whole. The citizen components are 
the great connecting link. Partaking as they do of the characteristics of both 
civilian and soldier, they have had and now have an important part in efforts 
to develop for this country a defense program that is truly national in scope 
and purpose, and effective in its provisions.”

Field Artillery Interested in Autogiro— That the autogiro may be a distinct 
improvement in artillery observation from the air is the belief of many officers 
of the Field Artillery, and it is known that the Chief of Field Artillery, Maj. 
Gen. Harry G. Bishop, is also interested. Arrangements have been made with 
the Navy to allow artillery officers to view all tests and also to study the 
reports of the tests which will be conducted when the autogiro which the Navy 
has purchased arrives at Anacostia, D. C. 

The fact that the autogiro has such a low cruising speed, 20 miles per hour, 
causes the belief that observation will be much simpler and more accurate than 
from a plane forced to fly four or five times as fast in order to keep its elevation. 
The main question in connection with the potentialities of the “flying windmill” 
is one of defense. It is believed by many that so slow a ship would afford too 
good a target for enemy planes and gunners, as its top speed is 120 miles per 
hour. On the other hand there are those who believe that its very slowness 
would allow its pilot. to shoot down enemy planes with comparative accuracy 





and ease.

President Praises Engineer Unit.—President Hoover gave deserved praise last 
week to the Army Engineer unit which, under the command of Lt. Col. Dan I. 
Sultan, is concluding the survey of the route across Nicaragua for an inter- 
oceanic canal in a letter to the Chief of Staff of the Army. The President also 
expressed his approval of the project and let it be known that he would give 
formal approval at the proper time. It is not believed that it will be undertaken 
within the next fiscal year. President Hoover said in his letter: “I am much 
gratified with the conduct of the survey of the route for an interoceanic canal 
across the Republic of Nicaragua, which the Army Engineer Battalion is bring- 


ing to a successful conclusion.”

Discuss Disarmament.—President Hoover and Ambassador Gibson, the diplomatic 
disarmament expert of the United States, have been discussing this week the ar- 
mament situation abroad and the policy of this government in the international 
conference to be held next year. Prior to Mr. Gibson’s arrival in Washington, 
Senator Morrow, of New Jersey, reported to the President his activities abroad 
i» connection with the Franco-Italian naval negotiations. Neither Senator Mor- 
row nor Mr. Gibson is hopeful that these negotiations will be productive of 
results, especially in view of the further complication injected into the situation 
by the revolution in Spain. However, it is not expected that their failure will 
prevent the General Disarmament Conference next year. Mr. Gibson, who will 
head the American delegation, is being informed as to the further reductions 
im military and naval expenditures which are contemplated, and also is obtaining 
the views of experts on the land, sea and air needs of the United States and 
the extent he can go in the matter of concessions. Before he returns to Europe, 
it is understood he will be supplied with definite knowledge as to the attitude of 
the Administration on the various aspects of disarmament which are apt to 
arise when the conference is on. ‘

Simplified Close Order Infantry Drill—wWhile simplified close order drill for in- 
fantry troops is being tried out by the 29th Infantry, it is of interest to note 
one method of simplifying such drill. It was learned that simplified methods are 
at present purely experimental, and that there are several methods which would 
simplify the present system, with no information regarding the effect it would 
have on appearance. The one method described was to have the squad form in 
one rank, instead of two, as at present. Then all movements would be executed 
by turns of 90 or 180 degrees. A section passing in review would do so with each 
of its three squads, one behind the other, giving a front of eight men, and three 
ranks, which would be similar to the present formation where one finds the front 
rank, rear rank and file closers. If guides were employed the front would consist of 
ten men. Assuming the drill of a stngle squad for simpler explanation, the squad 
would be formed in a single line, abreast. Then to march in a direction of 90 
degrees from their original formation, the commands, “right face, forward, 
march” would be given. Similarly, for a squad marching in single file, column 
right, would change their direction then a command of “by the left flank” or 
halt, left face would bring them abreast, facing in the same direction in which 
they had been marching. 

The main feature of this method, it is believed, would be to eliminate all 
but right angle or complete turns, thus removing any possible tendency to 
slouch through movements. The present rather complicated method presents 
ample opportunity, in the opinions of many, to slur the movements.

Army Promotion Bill_—Support given to the War Department’s accelerated pro- 
motion plan this week by Assistant Secretary Davison in his talk to the assem- 
bled air corps officers at Dayton is regarded as highly significant. Mr. Davison’s 
ever present desire to do what the thinks best for the whole Army will, it is 
believed, in this instance have a profound influence toward creating a harmonious 
attitude toward the promotion plan.

Cruiser Takes Flag of Fleet for First Time.—For the first time in the history of 
the Navy, a light cruiser became the flagship of the naval forces operating in 
the Atlantic when Vice Adm. Arthur L. Willard, USN, Commander Scouting 
Force, hauled down his flag May 21 in the USS Arkansas, battleship, at the 
Navy Yard, New York, and hoisted it in the USS Augusta, 10,000-ton light 
cruiser. The Arkansas, which for a year has been flagship of the Scouting 
Force, becomes the flagship of the Commander Training Squadron, Scouting 
Force, Capt. C. C. Bloch, USN. The Augusta, authorized in 1924, was built by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Company, and commissioned at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard on Jan. 30, 1931. Her commanding officer is Capt. J. O. Richardson,

Chief of Staff May Experience Command of Air Forces.—A great tribute to the 
Air Corps and to its administrative heads, Assistant Secretary Davison and 
Maj. Gen. Fechet, is the deep interest being shown in the Air Division maneuvers 
by both the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff. General MacArthur, it is 
understood, has taken an active personal part in planning the problems of the 
maneuvers and is intensely concerned in observing the Air Division’s solution of 
them. 

So deep has this interest become that General MacArthur is planning to go 
to Boston Monday when the division operates in that territory and to take field 
command of both the Air Division and the ground troops which will mobilize 
there. There, with his hand literally “on the throttle,” the Chief of Staff would 
be able to observe himself the powers of the various types of fighting aircraft 
and the methods of coordinating ground and air forces. The Air Division, under 
the immediate command of Brig. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, would then have an 
opportunity the Corps has never had before to demonstrate its military capaci- 
ties under the personal high command of the Chief of Staff. 

While the interest shown in their operations by the Chief of Staff is a mate 
ter of pride in the Air Corps, many believe that such an event would set a 
precedent not contemplated by law. There is a matter of conjecture as to 
whether or not field command by a Chief of Staff falls under the inhibition 
placed upon the General Staff corps in the National Defense Act when it says 
“members of the General Staff corps shall be confined strictly to the discharge 
of duties of the general nature of those specified for them in this section * * * 
and they shall not be permitted to assume or engage in work of an administra- 
tive nature that pertains to established bureaus or offices of the War Depart- 
ment, or that, being assumed or engaged in by members of the General Staff 
corps, would involve impairment of the responsibilties or initiative of such bu- 
reaus or offices or would cause injurious or unnecessary duplication of or delay 
in the work thereof.”

Mechanization and Motorization Throughout the Army.—It seems of general 
interest to observe to what extent the branches of the Army already are motor- 
ized, since the Chief of Staff has set forth the principles to govern the extension 
of mechanization and motorization throughout the Army. The mechanization of 
the Cavalry is covered in Gen. MacArthur’s statement. The Infantry, the largest 
arm of the Army, has one completely motorized regiment and 10 regiments with 
motorized field trains and partially motorized combat trains. In addition they 
have two battalions of light tanks and one of heavy tanks. 

The Field Artillery at present is approximately 43.33 per cent motorized, 
while their war-time plans call for 45 per cent motorization. This is in com- 
parison with their animal drawn units. The mobile units of the Coast Artillery 
are all either motorized or rail-transported. 

The Quartermaster Corps has about 7,000 motorized vehicles as against 
about 5,000 animal drawn, so their percentage of motorization is greater than 
their percentage of animal-drawn transportation. The Engineer combat regi- 
ment has 43 animal-drawn vehicles and 41 motorized vehicles, making them 
almost 50 per cent motorized. As for the various units of Engineers attached 
to other arms, there is no set rule for the percentage of motorization. 

The Signal Corps mobile units are partially motorized, and partially animal- 
drawn, but there is a tractor under test, with a speed of eight miles per hour, 
which, if proven satisfactory, may result in the complete elimination of the 
horse-drawn vehicle from that service. 

The mobile units of the Ordnance Department Field Service are completely 


motorized.

The Mechanized Force, upon being 
transferre dto the Cavalry will be es- 
tablished at either Camp Knox, Ky., or 
Ft. Riley, Kans., it is thought likely, 
while the Headquarters of the 34th 
Infantry will probably go to Ft. 
Meade, Md. The Tank School, now at 
Camp Meade, is expected to be trans- 
ferred to Ft. Beuning, and the with- 
drawal of the school would place the 
present crowded condition, as far as 
housing goes, in much better shape. 
Movement of the Tank School to Ben- 
ning, however, it is definitely stated, 
will not take place until after the 
termination of the 1931-32 school year. 


The few troops at Ft. Hunt, Va., are 
expected to be assigned to Ft. Wash- 
ington, Md., when the former reserva- 
tion is abandoned. The land there will 
not be sold by the Government, but 
will form part of the George Washing- 
ton Memorial Park. Decision as to the 
assignment of the ist and 3rd Bat- 
tallions of the 4th Infantry, now at Ft. 
Missoula and Ft. Lincoln, is still un- 
certain, as is the future location of 
the Air Corps Technical School. 

In regard to the future disposition of 
the 53 posts, it is interesting to note 
that they cannot be sold or transferred 
to another Government department by 
Executive Order, as has been done in 
the past. Congress must specially au- 
thorize each sale or transfer, and some 
opposition may be expected in some 
cases when such authority is asked for. 

Up until three months ago, however, 
it would have been possible for any of 
the posts to have been sold or trans- 
ferred. If the proposal to abandon 
Army posts had been taken up by the 
President before Feb. 28, 1931, he 
would have had the authority to sell 
outright or transfer to another branch 
of the Government the posts which now 
he desires to dispose of. For by the 





terms of Public Law 692, which was | 


passed on that date, the War Depart- 
ment, except as to land the disposition 
of which has already been authorized 
by law, cannot dispose of any tracts 
without specific authority by Congress. 

Several years ago the War Depart- 
ment was given the power to sell land 
no longer needed by the Army, in order 
to more effectively handle the disposi- 
tion of the large areas acquired dur- 
ing the World War. In the closing days 
of the last Congress, this authority 
was repealed, but by the terms of the 
law, the right of the President to trans- 
fer land from one Government depart- 
ment to another, by Executive Order, 
a right which he has by law as to prac- 
tically all branches of the Government, 
was repealed as far as the Army is 
concerned. 


Although there might be dispute that 


it was not the intent of Congress to 
take away the President’s right to 
transfer land by Executive Order, the 
wording of the act cannot be avoided, 
it is said. The terms are so specific 
that the Department, after asking the 
Judge Advocate General to rule upon 
the point, canceled the request, con- 
cluding that a ruling was unnecessary, 
and accepted the restriction without an 
interpretation.

i order to clear up misunderstanding 

and doubt with reference to the 
abandonment of Army posts and res- 
ervations, the Secretary of War, Mr. 
Hurley, directed the Chief of Staff to 
give him a memorandum upen the mat- 
ter. 

General MacArthur reports as fol- 
lows: “Since the close of the World 
War, the War Department has been 
continuously engaged in eliminating its 
surplus holdings, with the result that 
the property which will remain after 
the disposal of military posts now pro- 
posed, will represent practically the 
minimum required to enable the Army 
to perform its mission. The total 
acreage now under control of the War 
Department is only about 13 per cent 
greater than it was on April 1, 1917, 
notwithstanding the acquisition of ex- 
tersive landing fields throughout the 
country necessitated by the air pro- 
gram. 

“War Department real estate, to- 
taling 300,885 acres, has been disposed 
of by sale or by transfer to other De- 
partments of the Government since the 
year 1919. Of this total, 55,774 acres 
have been ‘ld at a price of $12,643,- 
269, and 245,111 acres, with an ap- 
praised value of $88,422,032, have been 
transferred to other Departments of 
the Government. 

“In addition to the above, the War 
Department, during the same period, 
has sold buildings and other improve- 
ments on real estate, totaling approxi- 
mately $10,000,000, and at the present 
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time sales of real estate which total 
12,122 acres at an estimated value of 
$1,097,060 are pending. 

“Furthermore, there are 16 parcels 
of real estate at an estimated value of 
$10,000,000 which have been under con- 
sideration by the War Department for 
sale for some time, but which are be- 
ing held awaiting more favorable con- 
ditions for their disposal. 

“It has been the poiicy of the War 
Department to convert into a source 
of revenue for the Government, all 
holdings of real estate which are not 
immediately needed for military pur- 
poses, but which must be rétained for 
ultimate military use. The actual 
rentals received from such property 
now amount to $699,430 annually. In 
addition, there are 24,319 acres of War 
Department property valued at $14,- 
427,216 on permit, lease or license to 
other Departments of thé Government, 
and for which no direct rentals are 
paid into the Treasury. 

“After thorough re-study by the 
General Staff of the needs of the mili- 
tary service, it is now planned to dis- 
pose of 53 military posts either wholly 
or in part. The list of posts proposed 
for complete disposal contains the fol- 
lowing stations occupied at the present 
time: 

Ft. Brown, Tex.; Ft. Eustis, Va.; 
Ft. Hunt, Va.; Camp Harry J. Jones, 
Ariz.; Ft. Lincoln, N. D.; Camp Step- 
hen D. Little, Ariz.; Miller Field, N.

“The abandonment of these posts is 
influenced by reasons of military effi- 
ciency, as well as economy. The small 
Regular Army must be distributed so 
as to enable it to perform its peace- 
time missions in training our citizen 
components. Several of the posts list- 
ed above are of temporary construction, 
and if retained would involve the War 
Department in large expenditures of 
funds to make them habitable. Certain 
ones have long outlived their useful- 
ness. In this connection, it must be 
remembered that strategic locations of 
garrisons against foreign aggression, 
under modern conditions of rapid trans- 
portation, have ceased to be of any 
special value. 

“In addition, it is proposed that the 
following harbor defense forts, camps 
and landing fields, which are now un- 
occupied except by caretakers, be com- 
pletely disposed of: 

Ft. Dade, Fla.; Ft. Desoto, GFla.; 
West Barracks, Fla.; Fishermans 
Island, Va.; Ft. Ward, Wash.; Willapa

“The total appraised valuation of the 
53 posts proposed for disposal is ap- 
proximately $22,000,000. In working 
out the details in connection with the 
disposal of these posts, certain adjust- 
ments will have to be made for the 
distribution of the Army. As a re- 
sult, it may become possible to add to 
the above list, several other stations 
which now occupy a doubtful status. 

“While the War Department plans to 
dispose of these posts and reservations 
above listed, some may be transferred 
to other Departments of the Govern- 
ment (national, state or local), pro- 
vided it is found they can serve a use- 
ful purpose on an economical basis. 
In many cases the War Department 
now has authority of Congress to make 
these sales or transfers. In other cases, 
Congressional authority must be se- 
cured. 

“The War Department has already 
named its member of the Board ap- 
pointed by the President, and upon 
which all interested services are rep- 
resented, to consider what non-military 
Governmental use might be made of 
this property surplus in the War De- 
partment. 











Air Division Maneuvers 


HE maneuvers of the Army’s pro- 

visional Air Division, consisting of 
672, got under way May 17, and con- 
tinued throughout the week, although 
hampered by bad weather. Extreme 
satisfaction was expressed at the suc- 
cess of the maneuvers so far. 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics, David S. Ingalls, who wit- 
nessed the concentration of the planes 
at Dayton, Ohio, made the following 
statement on his return to Washington, 
May 19: “It is absolutely essential that 
the War Department acquire knowledge 
and experience in the handling of large 
numbers of aircraft, for the rapid de- 
velopment and expansion of aviation 
means that in the unfortunate event of 
another war airplanes will be involved 
not in tens and twenties but literally in 
thousands. There can be no doubt but 
that the lessons learned from this con- 
centration will be of material benefit 
in the perfection of our system of na- 
tional defense.” 

The Division took the air on May 
17 for a rehearsal of the mimic war- 
fare, later to be held over many of the 
large cities of the East. Pursuit 
planes “attacked” bombers in the air, 
and apparently won the battle, al- 
though no decision was given. 

On May 16, the combat demonstra- 
tion unit was chosen by competitive 
flying, the units gaining that honor be- 
ing the 95th Pursuit Squadron, Rock- 
well Field, Calif., the 13th Attack and 
1lith Bombardment Groups of Kelly 
Field, Tex., and Langley Field, Va., re- 
spectively. 

In the maneuvers of the 17th, one 
plane was forced down due to engine 
trouble, and two planes were slightly 
damaged in landing mishaps. 

Speed of mobilization was the fea- 
ture of the maneuvers of the 18th, as 
also was the improved precision of 
flight. Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, 
Chief of the Air Corps, said that the 
review was perfect. 

Bad weather and poor visibility kept 
the Division grounded on May 19 and 
prevented the scheduled advance on 
Chicago. Many of the pilots were 
eager to be on their way and chafed 
at the enforced idleness. 

Early in the afternoon of May 20, 
the entire Division swooped over Chi- 
cago in an aerial parade, then broke 
up into units and headed for its va- 
rious landing fields. At the same time 
the interpretation of the maneuvers 
was announced. A hypothetical enemy 
is supposed to have destroyed the Pan- 
ama Canal, bottling up the Pacific 
Fleet. The Atlantic Fleet is assumed 
to have been dispersed. The ground 
forces are assumed to be mobilizing as 
rapidly as possible, the enemy is ap- 
proaching with a strong naval force 
conveying a large number of airplane 
carriers, troop transports with an ac-

War Policies Hearings 
NSCRIPTION of wealth and 
property was advocated by Rep. 

Frear (R. of Wis.) before the War 

Policies Commission on Monday, while 

on Tuesday, a speedy payment of the 

national war debt and a “pay as you 
go” plan in war expenditures were 
advanced by Rep Ramseyer (R. of 

Iowa). On Wednesday, world dis- 

armament, accompanied by an inter- 

national economic conference to wipe 
out the burdens of war preparation 
and war tax, recognition of Russia 
were among the plans suggested by 

Norman Thomas. 

On Monday, Mr. Frear said that the 
conscription of men at a dollar a day 
was unjust unless property was draft- 
ed without profit. He also stated that 
the War Department mobilization 
plans, calling for a drafted army of 
4,000,000 men would not promote 
peace. In addition, Rep. Frear pro- 
posed a constitutional amendment to 
prevent the calling of war without a 
referendum of the people. 

Appearing before the Commission on 
Wednesday, Tucker P. Smith, secre- 
tary of the Committee in Militarism 
in Education, stated that a widespread 
realization of war methods were the 
best deterrent to war from the stand- 
point of economic interest. War meth- 
ods, he continued, are a losing proposi- 
tion for all parties concerned, wheth- 
er used in times of international crisis, 
overtly, or in so-called peacetime prac- 
tices of financial and trade relations, 
covertly. 

“Miss Dorothy Detzer, executive sec- 
retary of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, stated 
that the only adequate defense against 
war is not to use war. She also stated 
that she questioned the premise that 
it is possible to promote peace by means 
of a more effective war policy, and that 
she opposed a war policy on the ground 
that it is contrary to the spirit and 
real meaning of the Kellogg-Briand 
Treaty. 

Mr. Thomas, former Socialist can- 
didate for the presidency, told the 
Commission that the surest method of 
preventing war in the future was to 
promote world disarmament, wipe out 
the burdens of war preparation and 
war tax by international economic con- 
ference, to recognize Russia, to co- 
operate with that nation to prevent

USMC, was killed May 19, at the 
Chateau Farniere, Cing Mars La Pile, 
France, when a wall collapsed and bur- 
ied him. His body was found after an 
all-night search by a battalion of 
French engineers, aided by tanks and 
tractors. Gen. Dunlap’s body was 
taken to Tours immediately after its 
recovery. 

Gen. Dunlap had been attached as a 
student to the Ecloe de Guerre, Paris, 
France, since Dec. 26, 1930. 

Gen. Dunlap was born Dec. 22, 1879, 
at Washington, D. C., and was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps for the War with Spain on 
Aug. 8, 1898. He was honorably dis- 
charged Feb. 23, 1899, from the Marine 
Corps and was appointed a Ist Lt., 
Marine Corps, Apr. 8, 1899. He was 
promoted Capt. July 23, 1900; Maj 
Nov. 27, 1909; Lt. Col. Aug. 29, 1916; 
Col. (temp.) July 1, 1918; Col. (per- 
manent) June 4, 1920; Brig. Gen. Nov. 
12, 1929. 

From May, 1899, to May, 1902, he 
was attached to the Marine Battalion 
serving in the Philippine Islands, and 
during this period served in China 
from June 25, 1900, to ‘Oct. 9, 1900, 
and participated in the battle of Tien- 
tsin. He served on the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama in the latter part of 1903 and the 
early part of 1904, and in Cuba in the 
latter part of 1906. In 1909 and in 
1910 he again served in Panama, and 
in 1914 participated in the occupation 
of the City of Vera Cruz, Mexico, and 
the engagement incident thereto. 

On May 21, 1917, Gen. Dunlap was 
detailed on the staff of Gen, Pershing 
for special temporary. foreign shore 
service. He returned to the United 
States in July of that year, and in 
August was detailed to command the 
10th Reg. (Mobile Artillery) at Quan- 
tico, Va. He was absent on temporary 
foreign shore service for duty with the 
planning section of the Staff of the 
Commander, U. S. Forces, operating 
in European waters from Feb. 18, 1918, 
to Oct. 10, 1918, on which date he was 
detched to command the 10th Reg. of 
Marines upon its arrival in France. 
He was detached from this command 
Nov. 20, 1918, having been in com- 
mand of the 17th Regiment of FA, 
USA, from Oct. 30, and participated 
in the Meuse-Argonne offensive in 
command of that organization fron 
Nov. 1 to 11, 1918. He participated in 
the march to the Rhine and continued 
on duty with the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces until Feb. 8, 1919, when 
he was detached and returned to the 
United States. 

_Gen. Dunlap was awarded a Cita 
tion Certificate by the Commander-in- 
Chief, A. E.F., for exceptionally mer- 
itorious and conspicuous services with 
the 17th FA, France, and was awarded 
the Navy Cross for exceptionally mer- 
itorious and distinguished service as 
regimental commander of the 17th FA 
during the Argonne-Meuse campaign. 

In 1919 and 1920 Gen. Dunlap com- 
pleted the course at the Army General 
Staff College, Wash., D. C., and from 
1922 to 1924 he commanded the Marine 
Detachment on duty at the American 
Legation, Peking, China. Following 
that duty he was assigned to command 
the Marine Corps Schools at Quantico, 
Va., where he remained until Jan., 
1928, when he went to Nicaragua to 
take command of the 11th Reg. of Ma- 
rmes and the Northern Area, which 
was the disaffected section of that 
country. For his service he has been 
recommended for the award of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. He re 
turned to the United States from Nic- 
aragua in Aug., 1929, and was granted 
leave of absence from Sept. 10 to Dec. 
31, 1929, 

_Gen. Dunlap’ was commended by 
Gen. McCoy, USA, and awarded the 
Presidential Medal of Merit of Nic- 
aragua for services in Niearagua. He 
was awarded the Navy Distinguished 
Service Medal Nov. 22, 1929, for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service to the 
Government as commanding officer of 
the llth Reg. and as commanding of- 
ficer of the 2nd Brig. in Nicaragua 
ae the period .Jan., 1928, to Aug., 
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detached to the Marine Corps Base, 
N. O. B., San Diego, Calif., as com- 
manding general of the base. He per- 
formed this duty until Dec. 26, 1930, 
when he was detached to American 
Embassy, Paris, France, to attend the 
course at the Ecole de Guerre, Paris, 
France. : 

Although funeral arrangements 
have not been completed, the consensus 
in service circles is that burial will be 
in Arlington National Cemetery. 


In connection with his death Secre- 
tary of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams said “the United States Marine 
Corps and the entire country suffer a 
great loss in the death of Brig. Gen. 
Robert H. Dunlap.”

Col. Charles Dyer Parkhurst, USA, 
ret., died at the Wesson Memorial Hos- 
pital in Springfield, Mass., May 15, 
1931. 

Col. Parkhurst was born in Roxbury, 
Mass., June 29, 1849, the son of Wil- 
liam Henry Parkhurst, who served as 
a major in the Union forces in the 
Civil War. The family moved to 
Providence, R. I., soon after his birth 
and he received his early education ir: 
the Providence Public Schools. He was 
appointed to West Point in 1868 and 
graduated in 1872. Upon his gradua- 
tion he was commissioned in the 5th 
U. S. Cavalry, and served out west in 
the Indian Campaigns of that period, 
twice being nominated to Congress for 
brevet rank for gallantry in action 
against the hostile Indians. Ile was 
promoted first lieutenant Aug. 23, 
1878, and transferred to the Artillery 
June 12, 1884; promoted to captain 
March 8, 1898. During the Spanish- 
American War he commanded Battery 


Officer wounded in the battle of San 
Juan Hill. He received the Silver 
Star Citation for gallantry in action 
during the Spanish-American War. 
He was commissioned a maior in the 
Artillery Corps in 1901, lieutenant 
colonel in 1906, and colonel in 1907. 
On March 10, 1909, he retired from ac- 
tive service at his own request after 
40 years service.

GEN. PERSHING will some day be 
ranked with Washington as a mili- 
tary leader, predicted Brig. Gen. Ed- 
ward Martin, commanding the 55th 
Brigade, Pennsylvania National Guard, 
in an address on the “Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive,” before the Reserve Officers 
Association in Harrisburg. The ad- 
dress was printed in the May issue of 
the Pennsylvania Guardsman. Gen. 
Martin was a major and lieutenant 
colonel of Infantry during the World 
War, and was awarded the DSC. 

“The Meuse-Argonne offensive is the 
largest battle in which American troops 
have ever fought,” Gen. Martin began. 
“It is also probably the most import- 
ant conflict in the world’s history,” he 
continued, and then told of the import- 
ance of other battles in the history of 
the country. 

“The greatness of this operation can 
only be conceived by the military stu- 
dent carefully considering the troops 
engaged, the terrain covered and the 
movements of the troops during the 
four years of the war. 

“The beginning of the end had come. 
July had seen the terrible German vic- 
tory offensive stopped * * * The 
day had arrived to strike a decisive 
blow. The delivery of that blow was 
left to the powerful young American 
Army.” 

Gen. Martin then went into the tech- 
nical description of the offensive. He 
said, “The plan of the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive was to strike a powerful blow 
in an important stabilized position of 
the enemy. The striking of this blow 
was the most important thing desig- 
nated to any unit or any commander 
during the latter years of the war. 
The responsibility of the planning and 
the carrying into effect of the plans 
for this great battle were placed en- 
tirely on the shoulders of the Ameri- 
can Commander in Chief. * * * The 
prediction is made that Pershing’s 
name will grow just the same as that 
of the first commander.” 

More details of the offensive were set 
forth by Gen. Martin, who then com- 
pared the Meuse-Argonne offensive 
with the battle of Gettysburg, saying: 

“Meade at Gettysburg had about two 
hundred cannon and his bombardment 
was the most powerful in history until 
that time. Pershing had more than 
twenty-seven hundred guns of three- 
inch caliber or larger. Gettysburg 
lasted for three terrible days. The 
Meuse-Argonne lasted for forty-seven 
days.” Gen. Martin continued to com- 
pare the offensive with the Battle of 
the Wilderness. 

The necessity for careful organiza- 
tion and coordination of as great a 
force as the American Expeditionary 
Force was then outlined by Gen. Mar- 
tin. He called attention to the fact 
that the American Army undertook 
two major operations during the month 
of September. He praised the Amer- 
ican Staff for its work during the of- 
fensive, saying, * * * “the work 
of the staff was done in a manner re- 
flec‘ing great honor upon A. E. F.” 

More details of the actual combat 
were then given, and the crushing blow 
dealt the Germans was described. Gen. 
Martin concluded his address with: 

“The magnitude of the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne operation is a great argument 
for National Defense. It is impossi- 
ble to provide officers for such a large 
army unless they have much previous 
training in the way that troops should 
be handled and in the actual handling 
of men in the field. It has been said 
that a soldier cannot be made in less 
than twelve months. It takes years to 
make a good officer.”

(Continued from First Page) 
ered here in Dayton are the backbone 
and life of the Air Corps. You are 
the ones who are doing the work. In 
Washington we are doing everything 
within our power to advance the effi- 
ciency of the Air Corps and promote 
the happiness and morale of its per- 
sonnel. During the past few years 
you have seen many changes taking 
place. The Air Corps is growing and 
is taking an ever more important posi- 
tion in the whole scheme of the na- 

_ tional defense. This growth has been 
made possible by the enactment in 1926 
of the so-called Five Year Program 
and it is my desire to take advantage 
of this opportunity to tell you the 
status of that program and what, in 
my judgment, may be expected in the 
comparatively near future. The situa- 
tion in many respects is complicated 
and may not be thoroughly understood 
throughout the service. 

The question naturally divides it- 
self into two parts—that of materiel 
and personnel. You will recall that the 
Act called for 1800 “serviceable” air- 
planes, 1650 Regular officers, 550 Re- 
serve officers on active duty for a 
year’s time and 15,000 enlisted men. At 
the outset it is important to bear in 
mind the fact that although the Act was 
passed in 1926 no provision was made 
for the first increment of the Air Corps 
during that session of Congress, and 
consequently the Five Year Program 
cannot be said to have started until 
July 1, 1927. Logically then, it should 
reach completion on July 1, 1932. 

In so far as equipment is concerned 
there remains just one important ob- 
jective to be obtained and that has to 
do with the definition of the word 
“serviceable.” The appropriations made 
to date in carrying out the program 
have been on the basis of a grand total 
of 1800 planes at the termination of 
the five-year period, including those 
assigned to the National Guard and to 
the Reserve, but excluding obsolete, ex- 
perimental, those undergoing service 
test and those in museums. The rec- 
ords show that 12% per cent of our 
planes are continuously in the depots 
receiving major overhaul or repair. It 
would seem obvious that while a plane 
is in that condition it is not “service- 
able,” and that in order to have avail- 
able for operation 1800 planes we should 
have on hand 2058 airplanes which 
number, less 12% per cent, equals 1800. 


“Serviceable” Planes 


Some months ago, the Secretary of 
War defined “serviceable” so that this 
could be accomplished, but thus far 
appropriations have not been provided 
to make that definition effective. Un- 
less this is done—and every possible 
effort is being made to that end—our 
tactical units will inevitably be under- 
strength and the Air Corps will not 
have in existence and ready to fly, the 
air force contemplated by Congress 
when the Act was passed. 

Aside from this difficulty, and using 
the old definition of the word “service- 
able,” funds have been provided ac- 
cording to the law, except that one-half 
of the fifth increment, numbering 66 
planes, was not provided for in the 
1932 budget, but was postponed until 
1933 owing to the anticipated Treas- 
ury deficit, which has since become 
very much of a reality. 

You are undoubtedly familiar with 
what has been done in regard to hous- 
ing and technical construction. While 
we are still theoretically somewhat be- 
hind the program in these respects, 
generally speaking the progress has 
been satisfactory. Our new ground in- 
stallations are the most modern and 
the barracks and quarters are excel- 
lent. The man primarily responsible 
for giving the Army modern, comfort- 
able, attractive homes is W. Frank 
James, Chairman of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee in the House. 

Officer Situation 

I referred abcve, in a general way, 
to the provisions of the Air Corps Act 
in so far as personnel strength is con- 
cerned. The Air Corps is at the pres- 
ent time short over 200 Regular offi- 
cers. The reason for this is briefly 
as follows: 

The commissioned strength of the 
Air Corps in so far as Regular officers 
are concerned, can only be increased in 
two ways: First—by transfers from 
other branches of the service; and sec- 
ond—by original commissions in the 
Air Corps. When the Air Corps bill 
was being prepared in 1926 it was fig- 
ured that the sum of those officers 
transferred from other branches plus 
403 would result in a total of 1650 
Regular officers at the end of the Five 

ear Program. The Air Corps Act 


for an increase in the Regular Army of 
403 officers who were to be allotted to 
the Air Corps. About two years ago 
the War Department secured 200 of 
these 403 vacancies and alloted them 
to the Air Corps. These vacancies have 
been filled by graduates of the Train- 
ing Center. So far the War Depart- 
ment has not been allowed the remain- 
ing 203 vacancies. As all original va- 
cancies in the Regular Army created 
by death, retirement, etc., are being 
absorbed by the West Point classes, it 
does not appear that the Air Corps 
can expect any of these vacancies for 
some time to come. The officers re- 
ceived by transfer from other branches 
of the service just about off-set losses 
in the Air Corps. The Air Corps can- 
not, therefore, expect to arrive at the 
Regular commissioned strength author- 
ized by the Five Year Program until 
these 203 vacancies are given us. 
Every effort is being made by the War 
Department to secure these vacancies 
so that the Air Corps can be brought 
up to its required commissioned 
strength and so that many of the re- 
cent graduates of the Training Center 
who have had one or two years of ex- 
tended active duty with the Air Corps 
can be acquired by the Regular Army. 

In addition to the Regular officers 
authorized, the Air Corps is entitled at 
the end of the Five Year Program to 
have 550 Reserve officers on extended 
active duty with tactical units. The 
War Department has not during the 
past two years placed as many Reserve 
officers on extended active duty as au- 
thorized by law, not because they are 
not available, as they are available, but 
because the Air Corps has been so 
short on airplanes. Our experience to 
date with the development of the Five 
Year Program indicates that the orig- 
inal ratio as contemplated by law be- 
tween pilots and airplanes is somewhat 
out of balance. We have learned that 
we will not have sufficient airplanes 
for a total of 2200 officers at the end 
of the Five Year Program and the 
proper balance between personnel and 
equipment has been and is still being 
maintained by calling to active duty 
a smaller number of Reserve officers 
than we are entitled to. | 

Promotion Legislation 

You are undoubtedly familiar in 
more or less detail with the history 
of promotion legislation. You know 
that the Furlow Bill passed the House 
twice but failed to pass the Senate in 
its original form. Perhaps you do not | 
realize that in Conference between the | 
two Houses an agreement was reached | 
which would have given to the Air | 
Corps all the promotion provided in | 
the Furlow Bill, but it was defeated 
by the efforts of those officers who | 
were seeking revision of the single | 
list. 
The Chief of Staff has now prepared | 
a promotion bill for the whole Army | 
which will increase the rate of pro- 
motion of every officer below the grade | 
of colonel by from five to eight years. 
It will not give to the Air Corps, as | 
a branch, all of the promotion that | 
would be desirable, but as far as I | 
am concerned, I am very strongly of 
the opinion that every effort should 
be made to pass this legislation and 
loyal support should be given to the | 
Chief of Staff in his efforts. My own 
judgment is that it is the only bill 
that has a chance, and it has a good 
one. It will benefit the Air Corps and 
it certainly would be better—infinitely 
better—than nothing. 
In discussing promotion legislation 
it is well to remember that we cannot 
obtain consideration for increases of 
pay until the promotion question has | 
been settled. That is another good rea- | 
son for getting behind Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s plan, and I know that the Chief 
of Staff’s next battle will be to adjust 
the pay situation. 

Enlisted Situation 

The Air Corps has not been pro- 
vided with enough grades and ratings 
for the enlisted men. With their tech- 
nical experience and the unusual re- 
sponsibilities that rest on their should- 
ers, they should be better taken care 
of than they are at the present time. 
Again the Secretary of War has made 
every effort to have this situation cor- 
rected and I can assure you that the 
War Department will continue to try 
and find a solution for this most diffi- 
cult and most important problem. 
The Air Corps is practically up to 
date in enlisted strength and will have 
its full allotment at the end of the 
Five Year Program. The only diffi- 
culty involved here, which has been a 
serious and unfortunate one, is that

Many of you may wonder why it 
takes so long to secure needed legisla- 
tion and why money for certain neces- 
sary things cannot be obtained. The 
routine of securing funds is briefly as 
follows: 

All projects must be authorized by 
Congress before money can be appro- 
priated. No project can, therefore, be 
included in an estimate for funds until 
the necessary Congressional authoriza- 
tion has been obtained. In the case of 
the War Department, authorization bills 
are defended before the Military Af- 
fairs Committees and appropriation 
bills before the Appropriations Commit- 
tees. The estimates of the War De- 
partment are prepared and submitted 
by Chiefs of Services and Branches, 
almost two years prior to the time the 
money is appropriated. During this 
two year interval, the estimates are 
processed through several War Depart- 
ment boards, the Bureau of the Bud- 
get and the Appropriations Committees 
of both houses. It is a very tedious 
and lengthy process but the amount 
ef money involved and the necessity for 
coordination, not only between the 
Branches of the War Department but 
the Departments of the Government, is 
so great that it has been safeguarded 
with every available means, including 
time. The point I want to make here, 
however, is that it does require a very 
long time to secure money from Con- 
gress or to secure legislation, particu- 
larly that which involves additional] ex- 
penditures. 

Resume Training 

Our first step in carrying out the 
materiel part of the Five Year Program 
has been to equip the Regular Army 
and National Guard with modern up- 
to-date airplanes. Our next step will 
be to provide the Organized Reserves 
with two-thirds service type equipment 
and one-third training type equipment. 
When we consider how dependent we 
are upon our Reserve pilots in time of 
national emergency, it becomes plain 
that the active pilots in the Reserve 
Corps must be given an opportunity to 








ment. It is to be hoped that the ap- 
propriation situation will eventually be 
such that we can not only provide op- 
portunities for our Reserve officers to 
fly tactical equipment, but also to carry 
out their gunnery practice, bombing, 
communication practice, ete. This will 
not only increase the efficiency of our 

Reserves very materially, but will also 

help to keep up their interest in the 

Air Corps. 

I am naturally delighted with the 
enthusiastic interest taken by the Na- 
tional Guard in the 19 States which 
have Air Squadrons and every one of 
which is represented here. The train- 
ing which the National Guard pilots 
will receive before the Field Exercises 
have come to an end is bound to be of 
tremendous value. The same applies, 
naturally, to Reserve officers on active 
duty. 

As was stated at the outset, my in- 
tention in these remarks is to try and 
explain to you the status of the Five 
Year Program and naturally I have 
discussed principally the difficulties 
that are involved. There used to be 
many more and they have been solved. 
We are doing everything within our 
power to solve those which still remain. 
The Air Corps has its troubles and its 
shortages, but looking back over a 
period of years all of you can see 
progress, and gratifying progress. 

Personnel Increased 

Since 1926, the commissioned per- 
sonnel has increased from 884 to 1240. 
We now have 12,226 enlisted men as 
compared with 8,725 at that time. New 
organizations have been, or will be, 
organized so that at the completion of 
the Five Year Program there will be 
a Bombardment Wing on the East 
Coast, another on the West Coast, an 
Attack Wing in the Central South and 
a G. H. Q. Pursuit Group in Michigan. 
These tactical organizations will be in 
addition to two Observation Groups, 
one located on the East Coast and an- 
other in Texas, while the National 
Guard provides 19 efficient Observa- 
tion Squadrons attached to National 
Guard Divisions. I do not include the 
organizations in the insular posses- 
sions, nor non-tactical equipment. 

This set-up does show a very defi- 
nite step forward. It shows progress, 
but at the same time it provides a 
small Air Corps. How adequately 
these organizations will be manned and 
equipped depends upon the answers to 
some of the questions that I have been 
The War Department is 
putting the whole weight of its influ- 
ence toward having them properly

Greenville, Ga., May 21.—The 29th 
Infantry left its camp near here at 
4 a. m. May 24, by marching and by 
truck, intending to cover a distance 
of 27 miles of its practice march from 
Ft. Benning to Atlanta and return, 
which began on May 4. The regiment 
left Atlanta on Monday after a five- 
day holiday. The Georgia National 
Guard permitted the regiment to camp 
on its rifle range which adjoins Ft. Mc- 
Pherson. Except for the necessary se- 
curity duty the troops spent their va- 
cation sightseeing in Atlanta and vis- 
iting their homes and relatives.. More 
than 90 per cent of the officers and 
men on the rolls of the regiment are 
from the Southern States, particularly 
Georgia and Alabama, and many of 
them took advantage of the opportu- 
nity to go to their homes. 

The regiment will arrive at its home 
station probably on Saturday. On the 
march to Atlanta nine marching days 
were used to cover the distance and 
on the presdnt schedule only six days 
will be needed. 

The marching and truck method of 
moving troops has been very fre- 
quently used throughout most of the 
corps areas where transportation is 
limited. In the case of the 29th In- 
fantry, Col. Duncan Major, jr., regi- 
mental commander, injected the plan 
into the march schedule as a matter of 
test and maneuver. Having the only 
two war strength battalions in the 
Army today and with 250 horses and 
mules with the column the move of 
26.2 miles made by the regiment on 
Monday and Tuesday of this week af- 
forded the staff and organization com- 
manders an opportunity to have the 
valuable experience which the move- 
ment afforded. The foot elements of the 
regiment marched the first 15 miles 
and went into bivouac where a hot 
meal was served them from the rolling 
kitchens which had preceeded the 
marching troops. The truck train, 
after discharging its cargo at the camp 
site, returned to the 15-mile point and 
moved the personnel by Battalions to 
the camp for the night. The animal 
and wagon trains, including the ma- 
chine gun companies reached the 15- 
mile point two hours before the troops. 
Harness was removed, animals were 
fed, watered and rubbed down during 
the two-hour halt. The troops started 
marching at 5 a. m. and all elements 
including the trains were in camp in 
the early afternoon.

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Reorganization of Cruisers 


REORGANIZATION of cruisers of 

the United States Fleet, whereby 
8-inch gun cruisers will be placed with 
the Scouting Force in the Atlantic 
and small 6-inch gun cruisers will op- 
erate with the Battle Force in the Pa- 
cific, will be initiated in August, when 
the USS Chicago, 8-inch gun cruiser 
originally designated as flagship of the 
United States Fleet, proceeds from the 
West Coast to the Atlantic Coast to 
become flagship of Vice Adm. George 
R. Marvell, Commander Cruisers, Scout- 
ing Force. 

Upon arrival of the Chicago and the 
transfer of Adm. Marvell’s fiag from 
the present flagship, USS Northamp- 
ton, to the Chicago, the Cruiser Divis- 
ions of the Scouting Force will be or- 
ganized as follows: 

Cruiser Division Two: (6-inch gun) 
Trenton (flagship), Richmond, Mem- 
phis, Marblehead. 

Cruiser Division Three: (6-inch gun) 
Concord (flagship), Cincinnati, Omaha, 
Milwaukee. 

Cruiser Division Four: (8-inch gun) 
Northampton (flagship), Chester, Pen- 
sacola. 

Cruiser Division Five: (8-inch gun) 
Chicago (flagship), Louisville, Salt 
Lake City. 

The second step in the reorganiza- 
tion of cruisers will be inaugurated 
about Jan. 9 of next year when Cruis- 
er Division Three, with the exception 
of the SS Milwaukee, will proceed to 
its new base at San Diego, Calif., to 
form a nucleus screening force for bat- 
tleships of the Bat‘le Force. This 6- 
inch gun cruiser division will receive 
its first training in this new duty on 
the cruise of the Battle Force from the 
San Pedro-San Diego area to Honolulu 
and return February 1-March 16. 

The USS Milwaukee will proceed to 
join Cruiser Division Three upon com- 
pletion of her navy yard overhaul 
about April 6, 1932. 

The USS Omaha, of Cruiser Division 
Three, has been designated by the De- 
partment as a relief flagship for the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States 
Fleet. The Commander-in-Chief will 
transfer his flag from the USS Penn- 
sylvania to the Omaha whenever he 
wishes to make inspection trips to the 
East Coast or other points.

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Seventh Cavalry Band 


(This is the second installment 
of the history of the Seventh Cavalry 
Band, as prepared by Chief Musician 
James O. Brockenshire.) 

N THE Fall of 1889, the Sioux In- 

dians at Pine Ridge Agency, South 
Dakota, became very restless and in 
November of the same year, the Regi- 
ment entrained for Pine Ridge Agency. 
On Dec. 29 and 30, 1889, and Jan. 1, 
1890, the Regiment had an encounter 
with Big Foot and his Band at Wound 
ed Knee Creek, and White Clay Mis- 
sion, resulting in the loss of approxi- 
mately 32 killed and a large number 
wounded. 

The Band remained at Ft. Riley dur- 
ing this period and rendered splendid 
service in assisting officers’ families 
and carrying on routine duties. 

On June 6, 1891, I left the Regiment, 
due to expiration of service. I kept in 
touch with the old outfit, however, and 
in 1895 one Squadron and the Band 
were ordered to Ft. Grant, Arizona, 
for station. After an absence of six 
years and seven months, I again join- 
ed the Regiment at the above staticn, 
with a view of becoming KLandleader 
when a vacancy occurred. 

The second day in the Garrison, I 
was appointed Sergeant of the Band, 
there being only one Sergeant author- 
jzed in those days. Approximately 
three months later, upon the retire- 
ment of Sgt. Voigt, I was appointed 
Saddler Sergeant, which position car- 
ried a place in the Regimental non- 
commissioned staff. The following 
April, after joining the Regiment, war 
was declared with Spain. The Regi- 
ment remained at Ft. Grant during 
this war. 

In October, 1898, the Regiment was 
ordered to Huntsville, Alabama. The 
Bandleader, Mr. Vondraeck, remained 
at Ft. Grant awaiting discharge for 


disability. 
On Nov. 1, 1898, I was appointed 


Chief Musician of the Regiment and 
continued in that capacity until my 
retirement in 1914. One important 
event while at Huntsville was the fi- 
nal review of the 4th Army Corps, 
under command of Gen. Wheeler, who 
had been a prominent officer of the 
Confederacy, in the Civil War. I 
might say in this connection that the 
Camp at Huntsville was the most dis- 
agreeable event in my service. The 
Band and Regiment were camped in 
an old cotton field and for the 30 days 
while we were there it either ra:ned 
or snowed; the horses suffered ter- 
ribly—many mornings we found them 
tied to the picket line, covered with 
ice from rain which had falien during 
the night and frozen. 

On Nov. 24, we received orders to 
proceed to Macon, Ga., and, believe 
me, it was the most welcome inforra- 
tion we had received during the move 
up to this time. In Macon, we camp- 
ed at the old race track; our stay at 
this point, for about six weeks, was 
most pleasant. 

In the latter part of December, the 
Regiment received orders for Cuba, a; 
the Army of Occupation. We sailed 
from Savannah Dec. 16, arriving in 
Havana and disembarking on Dec. 19. 
Headquarters Band and two Squad- 
rons were directed to take station at 
Vedado, a suburb of Havana, about 
four miles up the coast. We remain- 
ed at this place approximately four 
months, during which time the Bend 
gave concerts at various points in the 
City. By direction of Maj. Gen. 
Brooke, the Regiment and Band 
paraded through the city on Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, which came _ along 
about one month after our arrival. 
This parade was really a joke, in view 
of the fact our equipment was not in 
shape and the men were ciothcd in 
blue uniforms, blue woolen shirts and 
woolen underwear—believe nie, by the 
time we returned to camp, every man 
was sweltering and looking around for 
a place to scratch himself, due to 
prickly heat brought out by the con- 
ditions under which we were laboring. 

While at Vedado, we were directed 
to proceed to Camp Columiia, to take 
Parc in the final review of the Seventh 
Army Corps, commanded »>dy Gen. 
Fitzhugh Lee. The Secreiary of War, 
Mr. Alger, was the reviewing officer. 
It really was a most inspiring event; 
the permanent troops had, by this 
time, received their khaki uniforn's 
and, while they were not the Lest fit- 
ting things in the world, they surely 
were comfortable and presented a 
much better appearance under a trepi- 
cal sun, than the blue uniforms we 
had paraded in on Washington’s 
Birthday. 

During the period we were camped 
at Vedado, barracks were being con- 
structed at Camp Columbia, which we 
eventually moved into. I riust men-

tion here that the Third Sjuadron of 
the Regiment, upon arrival in Havana, 
proceeded to Pinar del Rio for station 
where they remained for about one 
year, after which they were assembled 
with other units of the Reziment at 
Camp Columbia. 

During our tour of dutv in Cuba of 
four years and three months, the Band 
participated in two very interesting 
events: 

Word was received from the De- 
partment Commander that Gen. 
Gomez and his Army was en route to 
make a triumphant entry into the City 
of Havana. The Band was ordered to 
meet them on the road leading from 
Pinar del Rio and march at the head 
of the contingent, through the city to 
the Governor General’s Palace. This 
really was a most important event, as 
it was the first opportunity the Cu- 
bans in Havana had a chance to vent 
their feelings. Bouquets of flowers 
were thrown from the _  house-tops 
along the way, “Vivo Americano” was 
shouted by the multitude. 

The second event took place when 
we evacuated the island, in May, 1902, 
and turned to whole shooting works 
over to the Cuban Government. The 
troops paraded and embarked aboard 
the Ward liner, Moro Castle, en route 
to Newport News, Va., to entrain for 
Chickamauga Park, Ga. 

Upon arriving at the Park, we found 
little preparation had been made for 
our coming. During our stay at this 


portant functions, among which might 
be stated the Annual Spring Carnival 
at Chattanooga, Tenn.; and maneuvers 
from which the Band was detached and 
directed by orders of the War Depart- 
ment to proceed to Nashville, Tenn., in 
connection with the Annual Keunion of 
the Veterans of the Confederacy. 

Upon completion-of this duty. we 
were directed to proceed to Birming- 
ham, Ala., as the Official Bund of the 
Alabama State Fair. During this 
period we were three weeks absent 
from the Regiment; the Band was well 
remunerated for the Birmingham en- 
gagement—a good porticn of which 
was deposited to the credit of the 
Regimental fund. 


In the Fall of 1904, Headquarters, 
Band and First Squadron received or- 
ders to proceed to Manassas, Va., and 
participate in the Annual Maneuvers 
where the Armies of the Blue and the 
Gray were represented. Upon compie- 
tion of this duty the same units were 
ordered to proceed to Ft. Myer, Va., 
and take station, relieving the 15th 
Cavalry, under orders to proceed to Ft. 
Ethan Allen. Vt. 

On March 4, 1905, the Troops of the 
7th Cavalry, Ft. Myer, took part in 
the inauguration of President Roose- 
velt. We were well received by the 
President upon passing the reviewing 
stand; he remembered the organiza-

In May, 1905, orders were received 
for the entire Regiment to proceed to 
Manila, P. I. After a most pleasant 
journey across the country, and voy- 
age across the Pacific, we arrived in 
Manila and were directed to take sta- 
tion at Batangas, Southern Luzon. 


In 1907, the Regiment was ordered - 


to the United States, being relieved oy 
the 9th Cavalry. The journey hom>- 
ward was out of the usual, in view of 
the fact that the Transport Logan 
was under orders to proceed to San 
Francisco via Shanghai, China. _ Upon 
arriving at this port, the entire com- 
mand was given four days leave to go 
ashore, which was hugely enjoved. 
Many places of interest were visited; 
in fact, we were reluctant to leave. 
In due time, after a pleasant stay of 
two days at Nagasaki, Japan, we ar- 
rived in Frisco, and proceeded to Ft. 
Riley for station, the home of the old 
regiment.

in this theater of operations where 

there is only desert and warfare, where 
there are no roads, water is scarce and 
going difficult, that they are a strong 
arm of the service. To prove this 
there is to be a mimic war between the

Officers from the offices of the Chief 
of Cavalry, Chief of Field Artillery, 
and Chief of Ordnance, from the Cav- 
alry School at Ft. Riley, the Command 
and General Staff School at Ft. Lea- 
venworth, and from Ft. Huachuca, 
Ariz., Santa Fe, N. M., and Roswell, 
N. M., will also be present. 

Among the numerous articles of ex- 
perimental equipment which will be 
subjected to tests during the maneu- 
vers will be a light, durable litter cart, 
and pack cacolets, which were used so 
successfully by Allenby in Palestine.

Financial Digest 


THE statement by the executive coun- 

cil of the American Federation of 
Labor, according to recent E. A. Pierce 
and Co. morning stock letters, with ad- 
vice to workers to “resist to the full- 
est extent any and all attempts to re- 
duce wages and lower American liv- 
ing standards” brought sharply to the 
front a question which has been kept 
somewhat in the backgorund but 
which, nevertheless, has been grad- 
ually assuming major importance. 
Perhaps it may not be characterized 
as an actively disturbing market in- 
fluence, but it seems that there is some 
connection between market weakness 
following the announcement, and the 
projection of the wage question into 
front page prominence. 

Asa group the utilities have shown 
the best resistance recently, and it 
would seem that if the market has 
immediately ahead of it another period 
of general unsettlement, with the in- 
dustrial averages, for example, declin- 
ing to the low point of late April, evi- 
dences of such development might ap- 
pear first in the utilities and there 
are no signs of that as yet. 

It will be found, probably, that so- 
called “sympathetic” influence will 
play an increasingly important part 
in the market, but that, on the other 
hand, each individual stock will be 
called uvon to stand squarely upon its 
particular merits. The deflation in 
stock values and the liquidation of 
speculative accounts has reached a 
point, it would seem, where pell mell, 
general selling will not come into the 
market merely because this represen- 
tative issue or that one is under pres- 
sure an? substantially declining.

AFTER the excesses of promotions 





laws seriously proposed during 
the last few years the MacArthur bill 
is very refreshing. It does not pro- 
pose to make 6000 field officers. It 
does not propose to revise ‘the pro- 
motion list so that half the officers 
in the service will be forever resent- 
ful. It merely proposes to gauge the 
rate of promotion by the number of 
officers whose age is suitable to their 
place on the promotion list. And this 
will have the effect of accelerating 
promotion for all without hurting any- 
one. 

And the bill has the great virtue that 
it can be passed. And it will be passed 
if those who think they should get 2000 
files instead of the offered 1000 will 
not obstruct its passage. They have 
had their day in court and it has been 
conclusively proven that a bill revising 
the promotion list cannot be passed. 


bill such as Gen. MacArthur proposes 
will be approved. 

This bill does not eliminate the 
“hump.” No bill will that does not in- 
clude some form of forced elimina‘ion. 
But Congress has demonstrated that 
such forced elimination will not be 
tolerated. This principle having been 
laid down nothing further can be done 
about it.

“ANENT THIS AND THAT” 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
MY sympathies have been aroused 

by the article, which I have just 
read, stating that laborers employed 
in construction work by the Quarter- 
master (at West Point) are receiving 
less than “on the outside.” Naturally 
the Constructing Quartermaster did 
not like to see his laborers receiving 
more pay than he; so, deciding that a 
Major’s pay was too much, he cut them 
to a Captain’s pay. I feel for them. 
I entered the USMA in 1914 and was 
educated at considerable expense to the 
government. I have served continu- 
ously since that time, but never in my 
whole career have I earned as much 
as a bricklayer. 

Personally, I had 
months actual service before I ever 
drew one penny of longevity pay. Of 
course I did get increases of pay for 
increases of rank; but even as a Brick- 
layer I could have done better than 
that. 

But the increases of rank were pre- 
carious. I was a captain in 1916, tem- 
porary, it is true, and now I am, f.r 
the third time, a captain. Yet I see 
officers who were only second lieuten- 
ants until July 1, 1926, who are now 
Majors or momentarily expecting such 
promotion. I know officers with two- 
and-a-half years less commissioned 
service, and much less actual serv- 
ice, who are Majors. I know offi- 
cers younger than I who, because of 
the political machinations of appoint- 
ments, etc., were admitted above me 
and will prevent me from retiring, for 
age, at higher rank. Is it a penalty 
inflicted upon graduates of the USMA? 

With respect to those more recently 
appointed, we suffered in regard to 
pay as well as rank. Yet I noted that 
a report on the proposed pay bill ad- 
vocated a cut for the very officers who 
failed to get any advantage on the 
1922 bill. 

It was commented upon in the Jour- 
nal that few letters had been received 
anent the proposed promotion bill. The 
reason is simple: the army is too apa- 
thetic. So much has been said, so long 
has this question been deferred, so

doubtful are all of any remedial meas- 
ures that all are sick at heart. With 
the limitations on the percentages of 
the higher grades it does not appear 
that the proposed bill will be any more 
of a help than to create a few addi- 
tional files in each of the senior grades. 
Certainly any attempt at promotion 
reform should include a rearrange- 
ment of the Promotion List. The Pro- 
motion List was compiled from hasty 
and faulty legislation, and is replete 
with injustices recognized by all. To 
correct injustices, especially after a 
lapse of over eleven years, cannot be 
classified as an injustice to those whe 
have been holding positions to which 
: they are not rightfully entitled. 


Yet were I to be promoted I should 
lose. money. I should lose my mounted 
pay. It was nothing but miserly to 
cut out pay and maintenance for a 
second mount—-$50 per year pay and 
about $60.00 per year for forage. Very 
little for the government to pay, but 
a very considerable item to those who 
keep a second mount. And the joke 
is that it will cost the government 
more to provide enough horses to fully 
mount its officers, and to pay to main- 
tain them. Such horses will, naturally, 
be inferior to the average of private 
mounts, both in breeding and in train- 
ing. If the proposed elimination of 
pay for the first mount is persisted 
in, and also public maintenance, it will 
be the death blow to the mounted 
services. 


Riding is a factor in morale. If 
all mounted officers are required to 
ride public mounts—or maintain any 
private mount at their own expense— 
the interest in riding will decrease to 
the vanishing point. For the mounted 
services no greater blow can be struck 
at the morale.
